Flea-ing the 
Want Ads 


Let us consider two situations. 


You are in the market for a used sta- — 


tion wagon — nothing fancy, just some- 
thing dependable. While glancing 
through the want ads, a classified adver- 
tisement catches your eye: “Station 
wagon for sale. One owner. Good cond., 
needs some work.” 


You truck on out to see it and find a 
1959, two-tone green Plymouth with a 
bent shaft, a box of rusty parts and three 
flat tires. Other than that, it’s fine. One 
afternoon shot to hell. 

Situation two. You own a used sta- 
tion wagon you’d like to sell — nothing 
fancy, but it’s dependable. You put a 
classified ad in the paper and the phone 
hasn’t stopped ringing. You’ve made 12 
appointments, seven of which will never 
come off. Of the five people who do 
show, two will be junk dealers, one will 
insult your mother, one will ask to use 
the bathroom and leave the water run- 
ning, and the last will take the car out 
on a three-day test drive. The money 
spent on one classified ad is shot to hell. 


The problem has always been how, 


without wasting a lot of everybody’s 
time, to get private parties with used ve- 


hicles to sell together with private par- 
ties interested in buying used vehicles. 

Now, it seems, someone has come up 
with an answer. 

Next Sunday, June 22, a Motorama, 
a flea market for cars (as well as for 
vans, trailers, motorcycles, campers, 
boats and whatever rolls or floats), will 
be held out in Oxford (take the Mass. 
Pike to Exit 9, then ask at the toll booth) 
at the Oxford Twin Drive-In from 8 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. In case of rain, the Motorama 
will happen on June 29. If you’re coming 
to buy, the admission charge will be 50 
cents. If you’re bringing something to 
sell, it will cost $10 for a parking space. 

The idea is simple — bring all the 
buyers and sellers together in one place 
and let them buy, sell, trade or bargain 
till the cows come home (which in Ox- 
ford is about 4 p.m.). Everyone makes 
his or her own deals, and the Drive-In 
management promises that auto dealer- 
ships will not be involved. There will 
just be a lot of folks out to get the most 
for their money.

The Boston 
Country Dance Society will offer 18th- 
century songs and dances, and a special 
Bicentennial program is planned by the 
Concord Chorus. 

Concurrent with the DeCordova Fair 
is the opening of a new summer exhibit, . 
Bed and Board — a collection of con- 


temporary quilts 
Shaker crafts — that runs through Sept- 
ember 14. Bed and Board traces the evo- 
lution of American crafts from 1775 to 
1975 with displays and audio-visual 
programs 

The hours for the DeCordova Folk 
Arts Festival are 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. on 
Saturday, 1 p.m. to 6 p.m. on Sunday. 
Daily admission for all events is $2.50 for 
adults, $1 for folks under 17, and all pro- 
ceeds will benefit the Museum. Festi- 
val-goers are invited to dress up in Co- 
lonial costumes.

Sweet Bard of Youth 


Tennessee Williams, wearing that 
wilted Southern face for which he’s 
famous, spent his Wednesday afternoon 
propped behind a table at the Harvard 
Coop dispensing ‘‘kindness to 
strangers.” In town for rehearsals of his 
new play, The Red Devil Battery Sign 
(at the Shubert through June 28), the 
great chronicler of post-bellum woman- 
hood in the bloom of despair was doing a 
little book promotion on the side. And 
the Coop was jumping with book-buyers 
and gawkers, who clustered about the 
small, gracious man with polka-dot tie 
askew as he signed every copy the Coop 
could find of his brand-new novel, Moise 
and the World of Reason, and sipped 
Coke from a styrofoam cup that would 
have appalled Blanche DuBois. After 
Moise sold out, Tennessee scrawled on, 
attaching his courtly moniker to dog- 
eared paperback copies of his plays, 
anthologies, to even a ragdoll’s leg. In 
fact, the only thing he failed to sign was 
a volume of plays by Edward Albee. “If 


it was Arthur Miller,” he drawled, “I’d_ 


do it.” 

The Red Devil Battery Sign, which 
the author describes as “‘a passionate 
love story set in Dallas, which happens 
to coincide with the assassination of 
John F. Kennedy” and which stars An- 
thony Quinn and Claire Bloom, is a fine 
pre-season tantalizer for the subscrip- 
tion season offered by the Theatre 
Guild-American Theatre Society at Bos- 
ton’s downtown theatres. Tickets to the 
Williams play are being offered to early 
subscribers on an order-now-pay-later 
basis. The actual season will commence 
in the fall, and consist of 12 productions 
headed either towards or out of New 
York. 

Among the Guild’s 1975-’76 prospects

The CHAOS Caper 


What Freedom of Information Act?

I want my file. 


I know they know who I am: I-was part: 


of the “‘chaos”’ of the late ’60s, a bona- 


fide “dissident.” I was a staff sleuth for. 


,the CIA muckrakers at Ramparts maga- 
‘zine. I visited some of those commie 
‘countries planning our destruction. I 
protested against the war. If they were 
doing their job, OPERATION CHAOS 
must have my number. 

That. ‘name is really incredible. 
CHAOS — an acroynm which outdoes 
SMERSH or the invention of any novel- 
ist. The Rockefeller Report on the CIA, 
which Art Buchwald correctly likened to 
a Don Corleone report on organized 
crime, outdoes our every expectation. 
Tim Leary will be amazed to learn that 
the CIA was into LSD years before he 
turned on. Seymour M. Hersh of the 
Times will take solace in its confirma- 
tion of the essential details of his story 
on domestic spying, although the Com- 
mission sought to downplay it while 
Hersh called it ‘‘massive.” What I was 
most fascinated by was the concept of an 
operation named CHAOS. It was some- 
thing for the conspiratorial imag- 
ination. 

CHAOS was a supersecret operation, 
even within one of the Agency’s most 
secretive divisions. It quite literally 
operated out of a “vaulted basement 
area.” Fifty-two full-time staff officers 
and 30 field agents took part in the acti- 
vities that Rocky’s Commission say “‘un- 
lawfully exceeded” the CIA’s charter. 
Significantly, the panel, whose report

has been branded “‘responsible”’ by most 
political and journalistic opinion mak- 
ers, considered the “declared mission” 
of the domestic spy program proper. 
(‘We agree with your ends but not your 
means.”’) In its six years of operations, 
the Chaotics compiled a list of 300,000 
names, of which 7200 were the subjects 
for “personality files.” 

Since I think I was one of those “‘per- 
sonalities,” I’ve been trying to find out 
what the CIA knows about me that I 
don’t. For months now, I’ve been engag- 
ed in a game of verbal scrabble seeking 
out my files before the paper shredder 
gets its orders. Its been frustrating. 

Back in March, the New York Times 
reported that the CIA had admitted 
keeping track of Congressperson Bella 
Abzug for 20 years. William Colby told 
her that she could request her files just 
like everyone else. Just like everyone 
else! At that point, I had only the thin- 


nest recollection that the Freedom of In- .} 


formation Act had just become relevant 
to-the problem at hand. And sure 
enough, Bella had had a peek at what 
they had on her. So I decided to do the 
same. 

On March 6, I mailgramed (it’s cheap- 
est) the CIA, directing a Freedom of In- 
formation request to William “Piano- 
wire” Colby, at the CIA in Langley, Vir- 
ginia. (“Pianowire” is the nickname 
Colby was given for his role in the 
Phoenix assassination program in Viet- 
nam). Western Union sent the wire back 
marked “Addressee Unknown.” I -was 
amazed, but tried again, this time sen- 
ding off the inquiry to Washington, DC. 

On March 18, I received my first overt 
response from the CIA. It was a letter

Wallace's Race: 
No Real Issues, 
Just Bad Deals

The issue is not George Wallace’s 
health — nor his right to run for Presi- 
dent. The issue is whether his candida- 
cy will destroy the Democratic Party as 
we know it. - 

The issue is not George Wallace’s 
ideas on the economy. He has none. The 
issue is not George Wallace’s attitudes 
on foreign affairs. He recently sugges- 
ted that the USA fought on the wrong 
side in World War II, against Hitler and 
Hirohito. How would you like to have his 
finger on the nuclear button? 

Nevertheless, George Wallace is go- 
ing to arrive at the Democratic Nation- 
al Convention next July with about 25 
percent of the delegates in his pocket. 
He will have absolutely no chance of in- 
creasing that number. His best bet will 
be to try to find another Democrat with 
about 25 percent of the delegates, and 
with whom he can combine his votes, ev- 
en if Wallace has to take the Vice-Presi- 
dential slot. So, as the Presidential can- 
didates work their way through Massa- 
chusetts during the next six months, 
make sure you ask them the Wallace 
question: Will you support a Democra- 
tic ticket that includes George Wal- 
lace? If you get an answer that is not a 
clear and unequivocal “no,” you should 
eliminate that candidate regardless of 
how good he sounds on other issues. 

For the Wallace issue is the litmus 
test of how far a candidate will go in sac- 
rificing basic human values on the altar 
of his own ambition. The nomination of 
George Wallace on the Democratic tic- 
ket for President or Vice-President 
would be a calculated affront to every 
Black, Puerto Rican, Chicano, liberal, 
and antiwar activist as well as most la- 
bor unionists. 

Of course, there will be attempts 
made to obscure this issue. The victor- 
ious coalition of Candidate X plus Wal- 
lace will trot out individuals from the 
disaffected. groups to testify to the 


. “new” Wallace — just as we learned in 


1968 about the ‘‘new” Nixon. 

But it won’t do any good because on 
the day of that sad nomination there will 
be massive repudiations of the ticket 
and the formation of a new party. 

Don’t think that one of the Democra- 
tic candidates won’t try to make alli- 
ance with Wallace. Ambition makes 
men mad.

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Jagger and Company

I have a feeling that for the foot sol- 
diers of rock, weary after having witnes- 
sed every musical event the Boston Gar- 
den has hosted over the last several years, 
it was just another concert. But for one 
who’s found himself, all too often, sitting 
and wondering why all the people sur- 
rounding him are standing on chairs and 
screaming, it was the real thing. Last 
Wednesday night the Rolling Stones, set 
against a variously lighted lotus-petal 
stage, looked like a rock band, and a rock 
band with a history. Dour bassist Bill Wy- 
man was still in the shadows, virtually 
motionless (just as he was 10 years ago); 
Keith Richard, in a wide-shouldered suit, 
guitar slung low and knees slightly bent, 
reminded me of Eddie Cochran and the 
other early rock guitarists whose pendu- 
lous instruments were less a source of vir- 
tuosity than a weapon for the creation of 
inescapable rhythm; Ron Wood, the 
“temporary” addition from Faces, who al- 
ways looks like a toy rock ’n’ roll statu- 
ette but this time, with his rough-hewn 
Keith Richard hair-do (in defense, Keith 
affected a more sweeping and evenly cut 
coiffure) and orange suit, appearing to be 
a caricature of himself; Charlie Watts, the 
only real concession to modernity in one 
of those hait-designer crewcuts, hunched 
over his drum kit, pounding out those 
same gigantic riffs that first made the 
Stones so unavoidable; and Mick Jagger, 
now the raffish wild-child of the jet set, in 
a pastel-blue designer denim jacket, pink 
sweat-pants tied at the ankles and a sil- 
ky-looking black undershirt, hair slightly 
longer than usual, as elegantly casual as 
he has always seemed on the Boston 
stage. 


* * 

It had all started off very boringly. Ev- 
en before this latest tour (after the tradi- 
tional three-year hiatus; the Stones tour- 
ed America in and ’72) the press 
had begun its steady and thoroughly pre- 
dictable drum-roll. This time the angle, 
for the rock-oriented press, was the case of 
the missing guitarist. Mick Taylor, who 
had replaced Brian Jones in 1969, had left 
to pursue his private muse, and “the 
world’s greatest rock ’n’ roll band” was 
forced to cast a net over the vast rock sea 
in order to catch a sufficiently talented, 
compatible lead guitarist. Rumors, all of 
them dismaying (I began to realize after a 
while that I couldn’t see any current gui- 
tarist really contributing to the Stones) 
were promulgated, and finally Jagger and 
Richard’s friend Ronnie Wood, whom I’d 
always considered an eager but ordinary 
rock journeyman, was selected. 

People magazine had another angle, 
from which most of the press has been 
viewing the Stones since Jagger’s mar- 
riage to Bianca Perez Morena de Macias 
in May of 1971: the jet-set angle. For the 
shutterbugs of People, one of the greatest 
and most profoundly influential of mod- 
ern popular singers and his wife were little 
more than decadent, cheating clothes 
horses. Bianca’s travels with a variety of 
escorts were bitchily detailed, making her 
rather even-tempered understanding of 
Mick’s freedom on the road appear as de- 
fensiveness. Make no mistake about it:

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Talking With New Face

The Rolling Stones ended their well- 
publicized hunt for a replacement for lead 
guitarist Mick Taylor (who succeeded ori- 
ginal guitarist Brian Jones in 1969) by 
raiding another leading English band, the 
Faces. Their catch was Ron Wood, once 
bassist for the Jeff Beck Group and, most 
recently, the guitarist who’s matched Rod 
Stewart, on that singer’s solo ventures 
and with the Faces, grit for grit. I met 
Wood in one of the Boston Sheraton’s 
pubs; after we talked for a while, he sug- 
gested we adjourn to Stones’ guitarist 
Keith Richard’s room because “Keith 
should have a few things to add.” 

When we entered the room, darkened 
because all the lamps were covered with 
pieces of cloth, Keith, bare-chested and 
sporting a kerchief wound around his 
head, was dancing dreamily to the beat of 
a hard-to-get reggae album. Later, he sat 
and strummed an acoustic guitar and en- 
tered the conversation at various points 
(when he wasn’t conferring with Mick 
Jagger and other members of the Stones’ 
entourage or toying handily with a nasty- 
looking switchblade). 

Both Wood and Richard made it clear 
that Wood’s role with the Stones was tem-

Q: Did you basically get to know the 
Stones through the making of your own 
album? 

RW: No, the making of the album was 
just incidental to the fact that we were 
growing closer and closer. I just found my- 
self spending a lot more time with Mick, 
and Keith especially. 

Q: Was that a social thing or a musi- 
cal thing, or both? 

RW: Both. The reason that Keith got 
involved with my album is that my wife 
met him socially while she was waiting for 
me to meet her. Before I left she said to 
Keith, ‘Come on back and see what’s go- 
ing on at the house,’ where I was record- 
ing. And when he came round he didn’t 
leave for a month. 

Q: Why do you and Keith get on so 
well musically? 

RW: I’ve respected his playing for 
years because he just doesn’t play any old 
garbage and get away with it. Anything he 
plays he’s really gone into and he’s dead 
certain that what he’s playing is the au- 
thentic way it should be played. 

Q: Do you think your guitar playing 
borrows from Keith? 

RW: Sure, a little bit. When you’re 
playing these massive chords you have to 
deliver them in a certain way. Otherwise 
it’s. a jumble by the time it reaches the 
back. Keith uses a lot of open tunings, dif- 
ferent guitars. With the Faces I use that a 
lot more than with this lineup. Here I can 


get away with just two tunings. 

Q: How did you decide who was go- 
ing to play leads and who rhythm? 

RW: We didn’t, really. It just fell into 
place. There are certain songs that Keith 
leads anyway. On “Midnight Rambler” 
he leads Charlie and therefore me and 
everybody, and on other songs that are 
loose I'll take on half of a solo and he car- 
ries on the other half, as in ““Honky Tonk 
Women.” 

Q: Were you aware of the audition- 
ing process that was going on? 

RW: Yeah, I was aware of it but I 
stayed as far away from it as possible. I 
knew they were exchanging sort of friend- 
ship things with people as well as audi- 
tioning people like Steve Mariot, Jeff 
Beck, Wayne Perkins, Harvey Mandel. I 
got a phone call when I was in LA at the 
end of the last Faces tour about three 
months ago, and I was just hangin’, ad- 
justing again. They rang up and seemed 
quite urgent that they had to see me, that 
they tried but they came back around to 
that it had to be me that was going to do 
the tour or they wouldn’t do it. I said, 
‘Well, I was going to come and see you in 
Munich next week anyway. I’ll come and 
talk to you about it then.’ We started talk- 
ing about it, and we played two numbers 
in the studio and things just carried on 
from there. I had to go to the rest of the 
boys in the Faces and explain the situ- 
ation. 

Q: How easy was that for them to un- 


derstand? 

RW: They did understand easily but 
there were some really big festivals that 
we had to cancel in order for me to do it. 
That way the boys were losing a lot of 
bread, amongst everything else. 

Q: When did you get to record your 
second [and soon to be released] al- 
bum? 

RW: That was a rapid turn of events. It 
took place before I started rehearsing with 
the Stones. It was three weeks from start 
to finish. 

Q: Do you think that, after the 
Stones auditioned all of those people, 
they decided that social compatibility 
was really most important, and that 
you were really a friend? 

RW: Yeah, I think you’re right, really, 
because they could have got a lot better 
guitarist than me, technically, and you 
could go and turn into a Mahavishnu Or- 
chestra or something or you could go to 
the other end of the scale. I just like to de- 
liver heavy rock ’n’ roll, especially with a 
— of people I have a lot in common 
with. 

Q: Mick Taylor’s style was different 
from Keith’s, while yours is quite sim- 
ilar. Do you think that’s an asset or a 
liability? 

RW: Maybe the latter, with very pret- 
ty and melodic stuff, but I can play melo- 
dic sometimes. 

KR: That’s the difference between 
when you have two guitars where you can 
tell exactly what one is doing from the 
other, like with Mick Taylor, where it’s 
clearly defined. With Woodie and me it’s 
not a matter of defining, it’s more a total 
sound. We’re putting out more of the 
same kind of sound; it’s not a matter of 
which one is playing which.

Power Politics 

Governor Michael Dukakis, in re- 
sponse to a series of written questions put 
to him by Fair Share, a statewide con- 
sumer activist group, has stated his op- 
position to a total equalization of the el- 
ectric rate structure. The Governor stat- 
ed, “In general, I support a flattening of 
the rate. I cannot, however, subscribe to 
the same unit price for all customers at 
this time.” Fair Share and the Citizens’ 
Action Program on Energy, another con- 
sumer group, say their research shows 
that equalization would reduce the bills of 
ordinary residential users by at least 20 
percent. Currently, the rate structure fa- 
vors large users and corporations pay less 
per unit than the average consumer. 

The Governor’s statement comes at the 
same time that Boston Edison has re- 
quested a $47.7 million rate increase, the 
most a state electric utility has ever ask- 
ed for, according to Mark Dyen of CAP. 
Dyen says that Boston Edison’s bid is a 
replay of the recent Boston Gas request 
for a hike. The Department of Public Util- 
ities initially refused to hold a hearing on 
the Boston Gas increase, but a Judicial 
Supreme Court decision overruled the 
DPU last month. Boston Edison itself 
asked the DPU not to hold public hear- 
ings, but consumer pressure has forced 


’ the scheduling of one on June 18, Dyen 


says. 

Fair Share has announced a petition 
campaign to place the issue before the Le- 
gislature and the voters in 1976. Mark Dy- 
en says, ‘““‘We may be able to beat them 
before then by getting a favorable DPU 
ruling or staging a successful withholding 
campaign.” Meanwhile, Boston Edison 
has reported first quarter dividends up 
one-third over last year, and a 24 percent 
increase in revenues. 


The Right Word 


The Belmont-based John Birch Socie- 
ty magazine, American Opinion, con- 
tains in its June issue a detailed analysis 
of the Boston busing crisis, in which the 
Birchers themselves claim to have played 
an active role. According to the JBS: 
“The Three Stooges would return to make 
a movie about it.” The far-right group 
traces the origins of the problem to the 
publication of Gunnar Myrdal’s massive 
study of blacks in America, An American 
Dilemma, which they assert ‘was a Com- 
munist operation.” The 1954 Supreme 
Court ruling declaring segregation illegal 
incidentally cited Myrdal, and “‘that de- 
cision leads straight to the forced busing 
of today. In other words, forced busing is 
nothing but a tactic in a long-range Com- 
munist strategy.’ Pressing the issue is a 
group ‘at least as revolutionary as the 
Communist Party”: the NAACP. Judge 
Garrity’s court orders, particularly his es- 
tablishment of biracial councils last Oc- 
tober, are viewed with suspicion. The JBS 
claims “the councils boil down to the 
same scheme the Communists used on 
our prisoners in Korea.” 

Underlying the busing plan, Birchers 
claim, is a larger attempt to destroy the 
family as an institution and to indoctri-, 
nate youngsters for life in a “‘dictator- 
ship.” Sex education is part of this 


\ 


scheme. American Opinion notes “that in 
Massachusetts students are being taught 
to be barnyard animals.” State Rep. Ray 
Flynn is acclaimed as the only respon- 
sible local public official; he is especially 
praised for having “introduced a bill 
which would abolish compulsory educa- 
tion.”’ (Such a proposal fits the Birch pro- 
gram, as the organization is opposed to 
public education in principle.) Louise 
Day Hicks is referred to as a betrayer of 
the cause because as a Congresswoman 
“she voted with the collectivists on every 
issue considered.” The real hope of ag- 
grieved Bostonians is ROAR, which made 
a special ruling to allow the Birch repor- 
ter to attend its otherwise closed meet- 
ings, according to American Opinion. The 
JBS line is represented on the ROAR exe- 
cutive board by Agnes Smith, an open So- 
ciety member, and other JBS activists are 
involved in the anti-busing group. 


Tax Resistance 

On June 12, Cynthia Anthonsen Foster 
and Paul and Donna O’Brien went on tri- 
al in Tax Court for nonpayment because 
“they don’t want to become accessories to 
a crime,” according to Rev. Philip Zwer- 
ling of the Community Church. The three 
argued in court that the UN Charter, 
Nuremberg War Crimes Trials prece- 
dents and international treaties render 
payment of their federal taxes morally 
and legally impossible. They refuse to 
turn their money over to the government 
‘“to finance aggressive war in Southeast 
Asia and subvert legal governments in 
South America,” their statement reads. 
The defendants also maintain:that it is il- 
legal for US taxpayers’ dollars to be used 
to enrich foreign dictators. Outside the 
Customs House courtroom, about 20 sup- 
porters collected their own overdue tax 
bills from the IRS to mail to President 
Ford. They are calling upon him either to 
become a tax resister himself or to change 
national priorities. Rev. Zwerling says 
that in previous years the judge has al- 
ways decided against tax resisters; a rul- 
ing is expected within 60 days.

On June 12, the anniversary of the Phi- 
lippines’ declaration of independence 
from Spain, members of the Friends of the 
Filipino People laid a wreath at the Min- 
uteman Statue in Lexington and called 
for an end to US military aid to the Mar- 
cos dictatorship. According to the group, 
“The Philippines is not really indepen- 
dent from the United States in that US 
multinational corporations and _ banks 
control many essential sectors of the Phi- 
lippine economy. The US military also 
maintains 23 military bases and the US 
government provides 80 percent of the 
Philippine military budget expendi- 
ture.”’ ... A number of teachers in the 
Boston area have developed a compre- 
hensive curriculum about the Vietnam 
War. The Indochina Curriculum Group is 
offering a four-week summer course for 
high school teachers on teaching the his- 
tory of the war and its impact on Americ- 
an values and institutions.

Though wire services traditionally have 
not gone in for aggressive, hard-hitting in- 
vestigative reporting — mostly because 
they are not equipped in terms of either 
budget or manpower to undertake this ris- 
ky form: of news gathering and because 
their generally cautious and conservative 
client newspapers do not exactly clamor 
for it — United Press International’s 
State House team has over the past few 
years earned a creditable record for itself 
through enterprising, digging journalism. 
And in the process, it has brought a good 
deal of prestige to UPI — so much so that 
the wire service has modeled bureaus in 
other cities after its Boston experiment. 

Now this may be changing. The four- 
man State House “Good Government Ac- 
tion Team” set up by then-UPI New Eng- 


land News Manager Stan Berans in ear-. 


‘ly 1973 is slowly but surely being dis- 
mantled. And, though they deny it, UPI 
executives have reportedly expressed 
their intention to “‘de-emphasize”’ inves- 
tigative reporting. 

After long-time State House chief Dick 
Gaines quit (to go to work for the Phoe- 
nix), the current New England news man- 
ager Bernie Caughey (a former ad man) 
and Boston Bureau Manager Don Davis 
(late of the Asian Bureau) decided to 
yank Jim Dorsey off Beacon Hill, even 
though Dorsey, an Illinois native, had 
spent the past two years figuring out Bay 
State politics and was just starting to 
come into his own. The State House bur- 
eau, now down to two members, will soon 
be beefed up, but the pending new bur- 
eau chief, Dick Taffe, knows from no- 
thing as far as Massachusetts politics is 
concerned and his track record is not ex- 
actly one to inspire confidence. 

Taffe, son of the managing editor of the 
Lowell Sun, last worked in UPI’s Augus- 
ta, Maine bureau, where, while covering 
the governor’s race a year ago, he wrote a 
story alleging that the Democratic candi- 
date had overspent the legal limit. A sub- 
sequent state inquiry into the charges re- 
vealed that Taffe’s conclusions were bas- 
ed on improperly tabulated figures — but 


-the odd part of the story is that while the 


Legislative Elections Committee was in- 
vestigating the charge, Taffe stood up at a 
hearing and, according to observers, tried 
to tell the committee how it should con- 


duct itself — actually tried to take charge 


of the hearing. At this point, Taffe spot- 
ted the candidate’s campaign manager 
walking by the window, leapt to the sill, 
hopped out and chased the man down to 
tell him the committee wanted to ques- 
tion him (although, apparently, it didn’t). 

It’s not certain if ‘“‘window-jumping”’ is 
one of the reporting techniques Taffe will 
bring to the rearranged UPI State House 
bureau but, for the record, Caughey flat- 
ly denied reports that clients have been 
told the wire service is “‘phasing down and 
out” its investigative reporting in favor of 
“nuts and bolts” coverage. ‘‘Actually,”’ he 


-said, “‘we hope to do both. Wally Roche 


ja survivor] has been our top investiga- 
tive reporter and my sincerest wish for 
Wally is that he does even better in the fu- 
ture — because we all want to improve — 
but even if he just does as well as he has in 
the past, I'll be very, very happy.”

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& Community School Divides Jamaica Plain 


By Tom Sheehan 

A long-running battle be- 
tween liberal and conservative 
forces over control of the Agas- 
siz Community School in Ja- 
maica Plain will come to a head 
this Thursday in a special elec- 
tion for that school’s board. The 
controversy, which has embroil- 
ed Boston Mayor Kevin White, 
threatens to polarize seriously an 
already divided neighborhood. 

“This election is seen as the 
one event with extremely broad 
implications for Jamaica Plain,” 
said one local observer who ask- 
ed not to be identified. “‘For one 
thing, these people [the conser- 
vatives] have an incredible bias 
against any neighborhood ser- 
vice agencies.” 

“If the reactionary types 
sweep through,” said another 
source in Jamaica Plain, “they’ll 
go back to what they do best: not 
dealing with anyone else except 
to call them commies. No mat- 
ter who wins, though, it stands to 
divide people more.” 

Although emotions aroused by 
busing lurk in the background of 
the dispute, the school council 
that both factions are fighting to 
control has no real say on that 
score. Instead, its duties center 
primarily on who uses the school 
facilities after hours and what 
neighborhood programs the 
school runs. 

As Boston schools go, the 
Agassiz is a special creature, 
part of the community school 
“experiment” that grew out of a 
small federal grant in 1971. “At 
first the city had no idea what 
community schools were,” said a 
former official of the program. 


Conservative members of the Agassiz Community School were overjoyed when Councilor Dapper O'Neil 
turned up with police to check into why the Party for Workers’ Power was holding a rally at the Hennigan 


Community School. 


“The thinking was small-scale: 
the schools were supposed to be 
places where one park depart- 
ment guy watched kids play bas- 
ketball and another guy watch- 
ed kids swim. You could say it 
wasn’t too ambitious.”

rection, the project became more 
elaborate and city funds were 
put into the program.

“Somebody in his office thought 
it would be a good foot in the 
door,” said a former program of- 
ficial, ‘‘a good starting point for 
any later attempts to disem- 
bowel the School Committee.” 


Whife must on occasion have 
second thoughts about that de- 
cision these days: at the height of 
the busing crisis last fall, his 
plan to abolish the School Com- 


mittee was soundly defeated at 


the polls, and this spring he’s 
come to be seen as untrustwor- 
thy by all the competing forces 
in the Agassiz dispute. 


The clash at Agassiz may be 
traced back to a council election 
at the school last October in 
which a conservative slate won 
11 of the 21 seats. Considered 
strongly anti-busing, the slate 
included at least one person, 
Mary Welby, who has been iden- 
tified in media accounts as a 
member of ROAR (Restore Our 
Alienated Rights), the city’s lar- 
gest anti-busing group, and sev- 
eral others considered sympa- 
thetic to ROAR. 


“The liberals had gotten fat 
and lazy,” said a staffer at a 
neighborhood service agency, 
“and this crew came along on an 
anti-busing ticket and accused 
them of being not only pro-bus- 
ing, but pro-abortion to 
boot . 

But the conservatives’ take- 
over in the fall proved to be no 
guarantee of their future suc- 
cess. In January the new Agas- 
siz council’s meetings ran into 
trouble when the group was fac- 
ed with a proposal for the an- 
nual summer program for teen- 
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agers. A foundation was wilting 
to come up with the money, but 
there was a hitch: Agassiz had to 
go in with the council at the 
nearby and largely black Henni- 
gan School, and the funding con- 
duit was to be the Ecumenical 
Social Action Council (ESAC), a 
local social service agency that 
sponsors projects such as day- 
care and youth activities. 

“Starting around then it be- 
came a fiasco,”’ said Pat Leone, 
the Jamaica Plain coordinator 
for the Citywide Education Co- 
alition, a group monitoring bus- 
ing and school issues. “That 
summer proposal was brought 
up every week, they talked about 
it for hours and nothing was de- 
cided.” Leone added that the 
role of ESAC, a group the con- 
servatives considered “too radi- 
cal,” appeared to be the major 
stumbling block. 

If Irene Caldwell is a true bar- 
ometer of the conservative fac- 
tion’s feelings, there can be no 
doubt of the council majority’s 
distaste for ESAC. In a phone in- 
terview last week, she charged 
that ESAC had “‘lost the respect 
of the community” and “should 
be investigated.’ She added that 
ESAC overemphasized racial 
issues and that its members “all 
‘come from other states.”’ 

While the council wrestled 
with the summer teen question, 
a downtown board consisting of 
representatives from each of the 
city’s 10 community schools was 
beginning to wonder, on totally 
unrelated grounds, whether the 
Agassiz group was competent. 
Eventually, they decided not: 
when the Agassiz council failed 
to come up with an adequate 
“work plan” giving some idea of 
what it was up to, the downtown 
board authorized community 
schools director Tom O’Neil to 
withdraw its funding. 

O’Neil showed up at the April 


15 Agassiz meeting to relay the 
message and offer his assistance 
on the work plan. He was not 
well received. ‘They pretty 
much laughed at him,” said 
Leone, who was present at the 
meeting, “and from that point 
on the whole thing became pro- 
gressively more hysterical.” 

“A lot of people were surpris- 
ed the -defunding happened,” 
said another observer, noting 
that O’Neil is a mayoral ap- 
pointee and that White had re- 
cently attempted to build 
bridges to the anti-busing forces 
in Jamaica Plain. “But it hap- 
pened,” he continued, “mainly 
because the city had no choice.” 

The defunding jolted the 
Agassiz council into action: it 
immediately filed suit against 
the downtown board and peti- 
tioned City Councillors, most 
notably Louise Day Hicks, the 
godmother of the anti-busing 
movement, to come to its de- 
fense. 

Within days after the with- 
drawal of: funds, .several mem- 
bers of the majority on the now 
illegitimate council met with the 
Mayor in his City Hall offices to 
discuss the situation. Also pre- 
sent at the session were state 
Rep. James J. Craven of Jamai- 
ca Plain, Mrs. Hicks and Clau- 
dia Delmonaco, White’s JP little 
city hall manager. 

‘They were asking for a meet- 
ing with the citywide board for 
the purposes of reinstatement,” 
said Delmonaco last week. “‘The 
Mayor did in fact ask for that 
meeting.”’ Asked why Mrs. Hicks 
attended the session, Delmona- 
co replied, “I frankly don’t know. 
I don’t think she said much.” 

Apparently, the Agassiz re- 
presentatives’ impression of the 
Mayor’s remarks at that session 
differed from Delmonaco’s. Ac- 
cording to several sources, one of 
those representatives, Lee De- 


laney, began spreading the word 
that the Mayor had said he 
would reinstate the local coun- 


cil. That message didn’t please - 


the community school board, 
which requested — and got — its 
own meeting with White. 

“The Mayor came in and went 
into a long thing about pride,” 
said a source present at that ses- 
sion. “Then he said he had re- 
spect for the citywide board and 
would not interfere. Somebody 
said, ‘Yeah, that’s fine, but they 
[the Agassiz council] don’t even 
recognize our authority.’ White 
grimaced and made a motion 
that seemed to say, ‘If that’s the 
case, you’ve done all you can.’ ” 

At least one White aide, Lar- 
ry Quealy, tried to do more on 
behalf of the Agassiz council. He 
worked hard to set up a nego- 
tiating session with the citywide 
board and acted, according to a 
source close to the situation, 
“more or less as a patron for the 
conservatives, a voice for them 
downtown.”’ Quealy’s attempts 
failed when the Agassiz group 


failed to show for a scheduled 


session with the board, which 
went ahead with plans for a new 
council election at the school. 

Even in late May, however, 
program director Tom O’Neil 
canceled a meeting in Jamaica 
Plain set up to discuss the elec- 
tion when it appeared that the 
defunded Agassiz council was 
willing to sit down and ‘‘com- 
promise.’’ O’Neil said last week 
that he took the action after a 
call from a ‘“‘City Hall source’; 
he refused to say whether that 
“source” was Quealy. 

When the Agassiz conserva- 
tives backed down once again on 
their ‘‘“compromise’”’ talk, the no- 
tion of reinstating them was fi- 
nally laid to rest. This necessit- 
ated a new election and opened 
another controversial chapter in 
the Agassiz tale: the exclusion of 


the largely black Bromley-Heath 
housing project from the area 
whose residents would be eli- 
gible to choose the new council. 

This decision came at a June 3 


“community meeting called by 


the citywide board to discuss the 
impending election. Sorfe of the 
liberals complained it wasn’t bil- 
led as a decision-making meet- 
ing. “It was just crazy,” said one. 
“The meeting wasn’t publicized 
as one where they’d change elec- 
tion procedures. They’d even run 
a map in the paper before that 
which included that area in the 
district.” 

“It was clearly a concession to 
the conservatives’ paranoia,” 
said another. “They could envi- 
sion busloads of blacks coming 
up from Bromley-Heath and vot- 
ing against them.”’ The conser- 
vatives were not without their 
arguments, however. The pro- 
ject area was also part of the 
neighboring Hennigan school 
district, and its inclusion in the 
Agassiz could be viewed as un- 
necessary duplication. This rea- 
soning seemed persuasive to pro- 
gram director O’Neil: ‘‘I 
thought, ‘Hell, if these people 
had strong feelings one way or 
the other, I would abide by it.’ ” 

Grudgingly, the liberals have 
accepted that decision and de- 
voted all their energies to the up- 
coming election. According to a 
source in the liberal camp who is 
not a candidate himself, the 
group has quietly put together a 
slate of around 15 persons to run 
head-on against the conserva- 
tives — who aren’t nearly so 
hush-hush about the confronta- 
tion. ‘“‘We’ve all banded toge- 
ther because you have to do 
that,”’ said Irene Caldwell, who 
is seeking a position on the coun- 
cil once more. ‘‘What else are 
you going to do?” 

Caldwell has found other ac- 
tivities to keep her busy, lately. 


She said that on Sunday, June 8, 
she and a group of six or seven 
colleagues from the defunded 
Agassiz council drove to the 
nearby Hennigan community 
school to observe a party being 
thrown there. The bash was 
sponsored by the Party for Wor- 
kers’ Power (PWP), a radical 
group that has become active in 
the Agassiz struggle and is field- 
ing its own candidate, Karen Pa- 
ley, for the council. 

Caldwell said she and her 
friends had read about the ev- 
ent in the local paper and were 
“interested to know who could 
possibly attend such a thing. We 
sure got a load of who went in. 
The next thing you know, [City 
Councillor] Dapper O’Neil came 
up with two police cars. He reads 
the paper as much as anyone else 
vies I thought it was smash- 
ing. 

According to police Sgt. John 
Tricomi of District Two, O’Neil 
had appeared alone at the sta- 
tionhouse that afternoon to in-- 
quire whether the group at the 
Hennigan had all the necessary 
city licenses for their rally, and 
they had set off to the school to- 
gether to find out. Caldwell said 
she and her Agassiz friends had 
not known Dapper would ap- 
pear that day, but that they were 
overjoyed to see him. (It turned 
out, by the way, that the PWP 
had the proper papers.) 

“I think politics should be 
kept out of the schools,” Cald- 
well argued. “I want Karen Pa- 
ley’s raunchy newspapers kept 
out of our schools.” She said the 
PWP literature was generally 
available in the school’s lobby, 
and that a poster hangs in the 
school’s ‘‘teen room”’ that reads, 
“Dope is Hope, Pot is Great and 
Intercourse is Wonderful.”’ 

“The young girl who runs that 
room,” Caldwell added, ‘she 
runs around with no bra.” 
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Kramer Mounts Crusade Quincy

Only a framed black and white 
photograph on the wall of his 
modern, austere chambers re- 
minds you of the “old” days 
when Judge Albert L. Kramer 
was chief policy adviser to the 
previous state administration 
and, as such, perhaps the most 
important social reformer in 
Massachusetts.- This picture 
shows the “Big Four,” Kramer 
and his former boss, Gov. Fran- 
cis W. Sargent, press secretary 
Tom Reardon and Sargent’s 
chief secretary Jack Flannery, 
sitting around the long confer- 
ence table in the inner sanctum 
where the final discussions took 
place and the tough decisions 
were made. The inscription 
reads: “Al, the courtroom will 
never be the same . . . but good 
luck and best wishes!” It’s sign- 
ed ‘Frank S.” 

Indeed, much has changed in 
the life of Al Kramer, the imp- 
ish 41-year-old son of Russian 
immigrants, since he left the 
State House for the courthouse 
in Quincy seven months ago. 
During his six years with Sar- 
gent, Kramer, operating behind 
the scenes, almost single-hand- 
edly forged the liberal social pol- 
icies for which the administra- 
tion became known. Invariably, 
Kramer was the outspoken ad- 
vocate of the left. Whether the 
issue was John O. Boone, the 
black corrections. commissioner, 
Jerome Miller, the.radical youth 
services commissioner who 
wanted the prisons ‘‘bull- 
dozed,” or the moratorium on 
highway construction, there was 
Kramer, the wily, knowledge- 
able, often Machiavellian figure 
urging the Governor, who trust- 
ed him completely, to take the 
high-risk reform route. 

But ‘when the administration 
was swept from office and he 
along with it, Kramer faced a 
difficult decision. What to do 
next? From a childhood in Chel- 
sea helping his father hawk 
newspapers (usually at Tre- 
mont and Stuart Streets where, 
undoubtedly, he learned to be a 
hustler), Kramer progressed 
through athletics, a Boston Uni- 
versity and BU Law School edu- 
cation, the practice of law, local 
politics (alderman at 24) and, 
three years later, the Mass. 
House. He succeeded noted civil 
liberties attorney William P. Ho- 
mans Jr. as head of the Volun- 
tary Defenders and founded the 
Massachusetts Law Reform In- 
stitute in 1968 before finally 
hooking up with Sargent in 1969. 
Now what? The campus? He was 
offered a couple of professor- 
ships and he wanted to teach. 
Writing? The opportunities were 
there and he wanted to do that, 
too. The Superior Court? That 
also was available. 

Instead he chose the East Nor- 
folk District Court, otherwise 
known as Quincy District Court, 
the third busiest in the state, 
serving a quarter of a million 
people. Here the major issue is 
driving under the influence. A 
strange choice? Most people saw 
it that way. “I was worried that 
he’d. have nothing to do,” said 


pounds. 


Sargent, who, though out of ac- 
tive politics, continues to seek 
Kramer’s counsel. “I figured 
he’d waste away down there. But 
I told him if he wanted it, he 
could have it. We might have to 
take some heat, but I knew he’d 
make a goddamn good judge.” 

He did want it. And he got it 
without much protest about cro- 
nyism after all. But what could 
Kramer possibly hope to accom- 
plish in Quincy? God knows, it 
has never been considered a hot- 

_»bed of sogial reform. The answer 
is elementary. Kramer set out to 
make “his” court a progressive 
prototype for the rest of the 
state. And he would do this by 
mixing some innovative ideas 
with some that had. already 
proven their worth in other 
courts. He believes the right 
combination will turn the mo- 
dern red brick courthouse into a 
“community court” for the reso- 
lution by the community of its 
problems. 

A good example of Kramer’s 
penchant for adding his own 
touch to someone else’s idea is 
his modification of the now pop- 
ular “restitution” concept un- 
der which offenders convicted of 
crimes like vandalism are sen- 
tenced to repay the aggrieved 


party either in cash or in kind for 
whatever was stolen or de- 
stroyed. Kramer took this con- 
cept and, working with the 
South Shore Chamber of Com- 
merce, convinced a number of 
businessmen to offer an agreed- 
upon amount of minimum-wage 
work by which offenders could 
raise money for the compen- 
sation. Kramer said it was easy 
to recruit businessmen volun- 
teers since ‘“‘we weren’t asking for 
jobs, just hours, and besides, the 
whole thing is tax-deductible. 
This program makes business a 
resource and gets it involved in 
the community court.” The pro- 
ject should be operational by 
early fall. 

A concept Kramer believes to 
be unique is his “marginal indi- 
gent defender” program, which 
will be under way soon. A mar- 


ginal indigent offender is just’ 


that: someone who is poor but 
not so poor that he cannot pay a 
small amount for his defense. 
Since the public defenders al- 
ready are overworked, the local 
bar association has agreed to 
present Kramer with a list of at- 
torneys who, either out of public 
spirit or lack of clients, would be 
willing to take cases for around 
$100 — far less than they might 


He’s no longer at the center of power, but Al Kramer hasn’t slowed down one bit. In fact, he’s shed 20 


otherwise charge. “This,” Kra- 


mer explains, “helps the defen- 


dant, the private attorneys who 
may need the work and, most 
importantly, my county defen- 
ders.”’ 

While community partici- 
pants in these programs are vol- 
unteers, Kramer admits he has 
pulled some political strings to 
get the cash to start two others. 
He “obtained” two federally 
funded job positions to begin a 
project to separate social from 
problem drinkers and ‘“‘won” a 
$45,000 US Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration grant 
to establish a program for drug 
offenders. The key to the latter 
scheme is utilizing local self-help 
anti-drug groups to evaluate of- 
fenders’ problems and to recom- 
mend treatment plans to the 

_court before sentencing. 

Of his plans, Kramer says, 
“I’m going to produce models. I 
know the nature of reform and I 
know how to replicate.” 

Hardly breaking stride (“It 
took me two days to feel at home 
on tke bench’’), Kramer has ta- 
ken is act out from the sha- 
dows and the rarified State 
House atmosphere, and into the 
community, where, as he puts it, 
“everytime you make a mis- 


take, you see the faces. Before, I 
was dealing with the system. 
Now, it’s different.”” Kramer has 
thrown himself into the job with 
the indefatigable enthusiasm 
that characterized his years on 
Beacon Hill. The once paunchy 
power behind the scene has ta- 
ken well to his new environ- 
ment, shedding about 20 excess 
pounds and swearing off those 
huge stogies that made a con- 
versation with Kramer at the 
State House a health hazard. 
One look at him tells you he’s 
thriving. Finally, he can be his 
own man again, free to speak for 
himself and not someone else — 
even if that someone was the 
Governor he so admired. 

“One of the prices you have to 
pay, being an aide and an advis- 
er, is the enmity that is built up 
against you, and your inability 
to answer for yourself. The har- 
der you work, the more sinister is 
your image. The minute you take 
on-a job with power and influ- 
ence, you become the center of 
intrigue. That’s the sour part of 
government. You pay a price,” 
Kramer explains. ‘But all that is 
erased here. The devious image 
disappears and you are eval- 
uated for yourself. It is almost 
like a burst of freedom.” 

* * 

Kramer sits under the fluor- 
escent lights of the antiseptic 
new courtroom and peers in- 
tensely as inexperienced young 
attorneys grapple with the rudi- 
ments of criminal law while ar- 
guing a teenage vandalism case. 
Did the five shaggy-haired de- 
fendants harass the old widow- 
er, again and again- hurling rocks 
through the windows of his old 
two-family house — or didn’t 
they? The elderly man says they 
did. ‘These were the boys — I 
recognize their faces.” They in- 
sist, “Not us — must’ve been 
some other kids.” 

Though the case seems a sim- 
ple matter of his word against 
theirs, it drags on interminably 
as counsel for the defendants 
tries to shake the recollections of 
the plaintiff. Yet as the hours roll 
by — two, three, four p.m. — the 
judge’s concentration increases. 

When he is not making notes of 
the weaknesses in the tales, his 
eyes constantly scan the court- 
room, recording, collating and 
interpreting every discernible ac- 
tion for future use in reaching his 
verdict. 

This is a far cry from the fre- 
netic days of yesteryear when 
Kramer helped push the Sar- 
gent administration into ad- 
vocating policies like deinsti- 
tutionalization of mental pa- 
tients and of youthful and adult 
offenders. Then he manipulated 
political situations toward his 
own ends, improvising in tense 
confrontations with legislative 
leaders. But Al Kramer loves his 


new responsibilities. 


“Boredom? The action fol- 
lows you. You gear things up to 
fit your own needs.” Kramer has 
shucked his robes and sits on the 
edge of a plasticine chair in his 
chambers, cradling a styrofoam 
coffee cup, his Wallabies hooked

As you probably know, 1975 
has been declared International 
Women’s Year by the United 
Nations and its member coun- 
tries. In six noble-sounding para- 
graphs, and with the encourage- 
ment of such noteworthy femin- 
ists as John D. Rockefeller III, 
the UN has presented us a Year, 
the climax of which will be a con- 
ference, beginning June 19 in 
Mexico City, to discuss the “role 
of women in issues of universal 
concern” and to “launch a dyn- 
amic plan of action for the ben- 
efit of mankind.” Well, maybe 
it'll benefit mankind — but I 
doubt if it'll do a hell of a lot for 
womankind. 

Several feminists in Boston 
have been working in coalition 
efforts to make some use of the 
IWY, and speak with enthus- 
iasm about the value of Amer- 
ican women’s learning about the 
lives of women in other, espe- 
cially third-world, countries. 
‘“‘We’re very parochial in Amer- 
ica,’ Anne Heald of the pri- 
vately funded United Nations 
Association told me. ‘“‘We need 
to learn, to understand, the dif- 
ferences and similarities be- 
tween different women’s lives. 
The symbolism of the IWY has 
provoked an interest among 
many women that hasn’t existed 
before — it’s a kind of ‘legit- 
imizing’ process for the women’s 
movement.” One concrete bene- 
fit that has already resulted from 
IWY is an informative, inde- 
pendent, international women’s 
newsletter called WIN News, put 
out by Fran Hosken of Lexing- 
ton, Mass. 

Many other feminists, how- 
ever, are less than happy about 
our Year. In France, 2000 mem- 
bers of the French Women’s 
Liberation Movement marched 
through Paris on International 
Women’s Day (not to be in any 
way confused with the Year) to 
protest IWY, which they de- 
nounced as an attempt by the 
United States to exert further 
control over the economic devel- 
opment of the rest of the world. 
Closer to home, there have been 
reports that the Overseas Edu- 
cation Fund of the League of 
Women Voters, which is con- 
ducting research on women’s 
groups throughout the world 
during the Year, is funded by the 
CIA, and that the Agency may 
use the information to try to de- 
stroy radical movements abroad. 

I hope that the optimism of 
the women working within 
IWY’s structure proves justi- 
fied. But I can’t help feeling that 
International Women’s Year is, 


at best, a pat on the head — a 
kind of global “big hand for the 
little lady.” And if I seem overly 
cynical, I’d like to mention a few 
of the things that are happening 
to some women in 1975, in coun- 
tries that are assuring us of their 
commitment to our importance: 

—In the Northeastern United 
States, the celebration of Inter- 
national Women’s Year kicked 
off with the manslaughter con- 
viction of Dr. Kenneth Edelin for 
having performed an abortion — 
thus assuring that, in our Year, 
hundreds of us will die from self- 
induced or botched illegal abor- 
tions. The FBI and various grand 
juries have chosen to honor us by 
harassing and jailing lesbian 
feminists on the pretext of track- 
ing down criminals in our midst. 

—Our northern neighbors 
have had their own Edelin trial 
in 1975. Dr. Henry Morgantaler 
lost an appeal to Canada’s Su- 
preme Court and will spend 18 
months in jail for having per- 
formed an abortion in Septem- 
ber of 1973. Canada’s abortion 
laws are already harsher than 
ours, so we can assume that Dr. 
Morgentaler’s conviction will re- 
sult in more doctors’ unwilling- 
ness to perform abortions, more 
unwanted babies — and, of 
course, more dead women. 

—In England last month, the 
House of Lords overturned the 
conviction of three men who, at a

friend’s request, raped his wife. 
The men had been told by the 
husband that her screams meant 
nothing, she really liked it, etc. 
— and the Lords decided that 
since the poor fellows believed 
their friend, they hadn’t really 
committed rape. As one dis- 
senting member of Parliament 
observed, this means it is now 
open season on English women. 
If some poor schmuck mistakes a 
woman’s screams for ecstatic 
moans, it’s not his fault. And if 
the silly woman gets upset about 
being raped —. well, we’re an 
hysterical bunch anyway. 

—In Chile, radical women are 
being seized and tortured or, like 
Gladys Diaz, journalist and lead- 
er of the revolutionary group 
MIR, they simply disappear. 
(On June 28 at 1 p.m., the Or- 
son Welles will show a film, 
taken secretly of a Chilean con- 
centration camp, that docu- 
ments the barbaric treatment of 
both female and male political 
prisoners in Chile.) 

—Argentinian President Isa- 
bel Peron hasn’t let sisterly sen- 
timentality interfere with the 
continued imprisonment and 
torture of a 26-year-old Mexic- 
an-American leftist. Olga Tala- 
mante was arrested last Novem- 
ber with 12 Argentinian politic- 
al activists; she had come to the 
country to explain the US Chi- 
cana movement to radicals

ssociation has high hopes for International 


there. Charges were not brought 
against Talamante and her com- 
panions for a month, and then 
they were accused of illegally 
possessing handguns and “sub- 
versive literature’ — charges 
they have denied. Since then, ac- 
cording to friends who were able 
to reach her, Talamante has 


been beaten and tortured by 


electroshock. 
—Spain will probably demon- 
strate its solidarity with Inter- 
national Women’s Year by ex- 
ecuting Geneveva Forest, a psy- 
chotherapist who, along with 
feminist lawyer Lidia Falcon, 
was arrested last fall in a round- 
up of “politically suspect per- 
sons” after a Madrid cafe was

over the chair’s crossbar. “Do I 
get bored? You can only do one 
thing at a time. In this case 
|which he finally continued for a 
week when it became obvious the 
end was still hours off], I’ve got 
to make a decision about this 
guy who’s been absolutely har- 
assed and these kids and their 
families.

ing that Al’ll fall flat on his face. 
The general public, on the other 
hand, is appreciative of him. Be- 
fore, they never came into court. 
All they knew was, if you. got ar- 
rested, you go to court. If you’re 
convicted, you’re guilty. With 
Al, if you have to see him, you 
will.” 

Clearly, when he left the world 
of politics, Kramer didn’t leave 
his politics behind. “When I 
went into politics, I used my le- 
gal skills. Now, I am in law and 
I’m using my political skills.” 
But what happens when all of 
Kramer’s programs are func- 
tioning smoothly and have been 
integrated into the court process 
itself? 

“A lot of people are wonder- 
ing if he’ll stay more than five 
years,” said Moran. “I think he 
said he probably wouldn’t have 
stayed with Sarge even if he’d 
won the election. If he felt he was 
getting encrusted here, I’m sure 
he'd leave.” 

Kramer agrees. He knows he’s 
in the first flush of relief at hav- 
ing re-established his own pub- 
lic personality, and he is very 
visible, darting around town, 
chatting up the local folk.

advising me that “it is im- 
possible to make a search of our 
records” with just the infor- 
mation I had provided. It in- 
formed me that, at a minimum, 
the agency needs a date and a 
place of birth as well as any other 
information I thought could as- 
sist the search. The letter was 
signed by Robert S. Young, Free- 
dom of Information Coor- 
dinator. 

On March 21, I wrote back to 
Mr. Young a chatty letter telling 
him about my problems in lo- 
cating the agency’s secret ad- 
dress, and telling him a little 


about myself. It was a cutesy let-. 


ter, intended to establish the 
authenticity of my identity and 
to express my faith in the re- 
trieval capability of his com- 
puters. “I am who I say I am,” I 
wrote. “This request is . . . an ef- 
fort, in a sense, to establish who 
you are.”’ Since the law requires 
a response within 10 days, I 
thought that I would soon have 
file in hand. 

But no such luck. On March 
26, Young answered with a two- 
liner saying my request was be- 
ing processed. I shot back a 
query asking how long it would 
take. On April 8 he responded 
with a letter telling me about his 
troubles. It seems that my letter 
was “but one of hundreds of such 


requests received by the Agency 


’ in the last several weeks.” He 


then explained that the mighty 
~ CIA was not up to the task: 


Since each individual 
request requires a_thor- 
ough search of our rec- 
ords, and a thoughtful re- 
view of any material lo- 
cated, we find ourselves 
faced with a backlog of re- 
quests and resultant de- 
lays in our responses. Even 
though we have temporar- 
ily reassigned a signif- 
icant number of personnel 
from their regular duties to 
the handling of these re- 
quests, we nonetheless are 
unable to provide a com- 
prehensive response to 
your request at this time. 


I was shaken. Could my re- 
quest — and requests like it— be 
creating tumult, perhaps even 
chaos,. within the CIA? Young 
told me I could appeal and 
“could of course” consider his 
letter a denial of my request. 

Now that sounded suspicious. 
Here was an overt reassurance 
coupled with a covert contradic- 
tory meaning. Back at my type- 
writer, I asked that the mystery 
be unraveled and that the CIA 
send along a. copy of the rel- 
evant regulations. This time, a 
weary Mr. Young passed my let- 
ter on to a Mr. Charles Savigi, 
who wrote. back, enclosing the 
‘text of the statute and reassur- 
ing me once again that a re- 


sponse was in the works. This 
time, I was told that several 
“components” were being quer- 
ied and that some had not yet re- 
sponded. 

On May 8, I thanked him but 
confessed that “‘it is difficult for 
me to conceptualize a com- 
ponent’s response.” 


That was more than a month 
ago. Since that time, the CIA has 
been mum. On May 23, the 
Globe reported that the CIA re- 
ceived between Jan. 1 and May 8 
a total of 1613 requests for ac- 
cess to files. The story men- 
tioned my efforts, in brief, but 
focused on a Dartmouth College 
professor, Jonathan Mirsky, who 
did obtain some CIA files about 
his work as an Asia scholar and 
war critic: apparently a Con- 
gressman’s intervention was re- 
sponsible for his speedy success. 
The files turned out to be in- 
complete and heavily censored, 
although they contained infor- 
mation on him dating back to a 
job he held as 4 camp counselor 
in the 1950s. Among the more 
startling disclosures was men- 
tion of a 1967 CIA memoran- 
dum alluding to ‘a CIA con- 
tact” on Ramparts magazine. 
I've seen nothing more about 
that since. I worked for Ram- 
parts in that period. 

I am still waiting to see what, 
if anything, the CIA is holding 
on me. On May 15, I had a letter 
from FBI Director Clarence 
Kelley, with whom I had also fil- 
ed a request, advising me that 


the FBI needs more time “be- 


- cause of the need to consult with 


another agency having an inter- 
est in the determination of your 
request.” 

And what’ agency, Clarence, 
could that be? Fishing and Wild- 
life? The Strategic Air Com- 
mand? Or perhaps an agency so 
secret that even the FBI prefers 
not to use its name? I asked 
Kelley about that, but so far, to 
no avail. I am wondering if the 
FBI has a mail cover on the CIA. 


Under the law, everyone now 
has the Freedom to seek out In- 
formation. The FBI and the CIA 
apparently have the freedom to 
keep you from finding out what 
they don’t want you to know. If 
you are interested in writing for 
your file, drop a line to Robert S. 
Young at the CIA care of their 
secret zip code: Washington, 
DC., 20535. 

You may find out whether the 
man from CHAOS was watching 
you.

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BRICKS AND SERMONS 


Stones Scalpers and the Providence Connection

It is no criticism of the Rol- 
ling Stones’ showmanship to 
suggest that their two-night 
stand here last week was used to 
pull off one of the biggest un- 
armed ripoffs since the Ponzi 
game. 

The name of this game is 
scalping. Now scalping is not 
just an obnoxious practice, it is 
against the law. It is punishable 
by fine and even, in egregious 
cases, imprisonment. This is an 
egregious case, on its own merits 
and in the fact that it was going 
on right under the nose of the 
law. 

Prior to the Stones’ appear- 
ance at the Garden, advertise- 
ments were placed with the me- 
dia — including the Village 
Voice, the Real Paper and this 
newspaper — offering tickets for 
sale. One could (and one did) 
call any of several numbers ad- 
vertised and get offered virtual- 
ly as many seats as one could af- 
ford — at prices ranging from 
$25 to $50 each. When a young 
associate telephoned one of the 
numbers and asked how many he 
could buy, he was in turn asked 
how many he might want. He re- 
plied, tentatively, 50. He was 
told to call back in a few min- 
utes, after the seller checked 
with his source — in Provi- 
dence. The upshot of which was 
an offer of 50 tickets at $25 each, 
cash only. 

His curiosity whetted, my as- 
sociate proceeded to dial an- 
other dozen or so of the adver- 


tised numbers — all of which 
calls produced offers of blocks of 
tickets, which offers were pre- 
ceded by sales pitches including 
reference to Boston Garden seat- 
ing charts that the sellers had 
somehow acquired. When he 
asked how the sellers had come 
by these blocks of tickets, he got 
a variety of answers. The prize 
for the most original story goes to 
Gary of Brookline, who got his 
tickets by saving the life of a 
young child: ‘‘You do people fa- 
vors and I guess you get them 
back in return. I couldn’t let the 
kid die, I'd do the same thing 
again. Now let’s see, you want- 
ed section ....” The award for 
least apocryphal story goes to 
Fred of Boston, who told of hav- 
ing come upon his source at a 
rock concert in Providence: 
“They’re in it for the money; I 
just get free tickets.” 


In other words, fans, if you 
stood out in the elements queu- 
ed up for hours to pay $8.50 or 
$9.50 for a ticket, you were luc- 
ky. And if you got shut out, it 
wasn’t because you were unluc- 
ky. It was because somebody got 
hold of a whole lot of Stones tic- 
kets before they went on public 
sale and consigned them to re- 
tail scalpers. 

And even if you don’t know the 
Rolling Stones from the Red Sox 
infield, you ought to be mad as 
hell about it. 

* * * 

There isn’t much question 

that the interests of the Com- 


monwealth would be better serv- 
ed in several respects if Judge 
Francis Larkin were voluntarily 
to resign from the bench. As De- 
signated Counsel found and the 
Supreme Judicial Court accep- 
ted; Judge Larkin violated sev- 
eral laws and canons of judicial 
ethics in his ham-handed at- 
tempts to express his “grati- 
tude” to Governor Sargent for 
past and possible future judicial 
appointments. 


But Judge Larkin isn’t going 
to step down (“It’s been a long 
travail,’’ Larkin told the Globe, 
“but I’m certainly happy. to be 
back’’) and there doesn’t seem to 
be very much that anybody can 
do about it. 


The SJC went about as far as 
they could go, really. They have 
no power to remove a sitting 
judge. They can disbar him — 
i.e., take away his license to 
practice law, which as a full-time 
jurist he can’t (or isn’t supposed 
to) do anyway. But that seems 
too severe a remedy for a series of 
misdemeanors, manifestations of 
injudicious and unjudicial be- 
havior. Disbarment has been 
properly reserved for crimes in- 
volving moral turpitude, and 
campaign financing violations 
seem more in the nature of veni- 
al than of mortal sins. 


And even disbarment does not 
remove one from the bench, 
since there is no requirement 
here that judges be lawyers. On 
the other hand, what the high 
court did — censure and assess- 


ment of $15,000 in ‘‘costs”’ 
against the judge — seems woe- 
fully inadequate. However, it 
does seem unlikely now that his 
ambition for a higher bench will 
ever be realized. But he does re- 
main on the one on which he sits 
— until he reaches mandatory 
retirement at age 70. And from 
that bench he passes judgment 
on persons who committed 
crimes of about the same degree 
of severity as his own. 


The judge can be removed on- 
ly by address or impeachment — 
each a long and cumbersome 
process involving the governor, 
the general court, and in the for- 
mer case, the executive council. 
Nor is the result at all guaran- 
teed even in the case of the most 
flagrant abuses, let alone in a 
case such as this one, involving 
political fundraising — an acti- 
vity in which all of the above 
have more than a passing inter- 
est. 


Plainly, what is needed is a 
body capable of passing effec- 
tive and objective judgment on 
the state’s judges when their 
conduct on or off the bench is 
called into public question. The 
Supreme Judicial Court is flaw- 
ed in two respects here: it lacks 
real disciplinary power over- 
judges — there being nothing be- 
tween “censure” and _ disbar- 
ment it can do; and it comprises 
judges only. Now, judges are fine 
fellows but they are not desirab- 
ly the sole judges of other judges 
— any more than only lawyers 


should police their ranks, or phy- 
sicians theirs, or politicians 
theirs. 


There ought to be a Judicial 
Conduct Commission, made up 
of judges, lawyers (including dis- 
tinguished teachers of law and, 
especially, of legal ethics, a 
much-oyerlooked subject in our 
law schools) and members of the 
lay public. This commission 
ought to have power to censure, 
fine, suspend and even remove 
errant judges for violations of ex- 


isting standards of conduct — 


statutory and canonical. And its 
findings and conclusions ought 
to be reviewable, on appeal, by 
the highest court in the Com- 
monwealth. 

That would require an amend- 
ment to our constitution, pend- 
ing ratification of which Senator 
Conte has proposed, and Gover- 
nor Dukakis supports, a statu- 
tory setup with powers to make 
findings and recommendations 
to the SJC and the General 
Court. 


We have been confronted with 
seven cases of alleged judicial 
misconduct in the last four years 
— and we have handled them in 
seven different ways, with re- 
sults which can be most chari- 
tably described as less than sa- 
tisfactory. 

We hold in this society that 
every man is charged to know the 
law and that if he breaks it he 
will stand certainly and swiftly 
before the bar of justice. That 
should go for judges, too.

this is the way People treats its 
own (the sneering click of the 
camera is a peculiarly modern 
sound of love). Ever since Alta- 
mont the more raffish rich and 
their courtiers had been pursu- 
ing the Stones like mice after a 
hunk of cheese. And smelly 
cheese at that. White radicals 
had become too scary (and then 
too few), the Black Panthers had 
been decimated, and Truman 
Capote had already milked the 
venom of two psychopaths when 
they were safely ensconced in the 
big house for In Cold Blood. By 
1972 the Stones, homeless, oft- 
busted, kinky and awesomely 
powerful, were the only appro- 
priate love object left. It seemed 
dreadful that Capote and Prin- 
cess Lee Radziwell were going to 
hang out (officially, of course) 
with the Stones on that '72 tour. 
It has been written that one ear- 
ly morning Keith Richard 
pounded on Capote’s door, de- 
manding that the diminutive 
talk-show guest join a raucous 
party that was going on, to find 
out what rock ’n’ roll was really 
all about. Soon‘after Capote and 
the Princess bid the tour an un- 
easy adieu. I like to think this 
story was the complete truth. 
But it wasn’t just the jet set 
ties that were contributing to my 
own alienation from the Stones. 
Ever since Altamont, the group 
had seemed to take itself overly 
seriously. Self-justification hung 
heavy in the air; Gimme Shelter 
caught the horror of Altamont 
but, thus preserved, that horror 
served mainly as a testament to 
the Stones’ power. The 1972 
tour, on the other hand, was all 
business — it seemed intended 
to show that the band could play 
America without creating riots, 
and that it did. But without a 
potential for danger, without a 
nose-thumbing pose to their 
music, the Stones are, almost, 
merely a competent rock group; 
the 1972 Boston concert, which 
admittedly saw the band fagged 
out from their brouhaha in Pro- 
vidence, was uncharacteristical- 


ly measured and predictable — 
and unexciting. Goats Head 
Soup, released in 1973, was sim- 
ilarly emasculated, and the band 
seemed tired, incapable of sear- 
ing us. “Heartbreaker” should 
have been, and could have been, 
the equal of the tough yet blithe 
“Connection” (from Between 
The Buttons) but its lyrics were 
a curious (for the Stones) and 
unconvincing brand of political 
rhetoric. The Stones, like the 
Marx Brothers, are a universal 
kick in the pants, and one should 
never be able simply to brand 
them liberal. The group had be- 
come less zany over the years 
(think back to the tenor of Af- 
termath and Between The But- 
tons), but Goats Head Soup 
didn’t even have a zipper on its 
jacket. 


There were props. 


* * 

It’s Only Rock ’n Roll was a 
ballsy choice for a song and al- 
bum title; I winced when I heard 
it, fearing the Rolling Stones, 
having gained an emotional 
paunch, were attempting to re- 
gain by proclamation what could 
only be established by deed. I 
was wrong; the song. was a vio- 
lent, funny, sexy embodiment of 
the Stones’ addiction to rock ’n’ 
roll, the album a brilliant, char- 
acteristic admixture of raunchy 
silliness (“Short And Curlies’’), 
ominousness’ (‘Fingerprint 
File,” ‘‘Time Waits For No 
One’’) and cheerfully self-con- 
scious hard rock (the sibilant 
“Dance Little Sister,” “If You 
Can’t Rock Me,”’ the title song). 

The Jagger last week in Bos- 
ton was full of the spirit of Jt’s 


Only Rock ’n Roll. After Aaron 
Copland’s stately “Fanfare For 
The Common Man” announced 
them, the Rolling Stones bounc- 
ed onstage to a deafening greet- 
ing, with fighting versions of 
“Honky Tonk Women” and “‘All 
Down The Line.” Jagger leaped 
around, fists flying and mouth 
pouting, like a slim Muhammad 
Ali. The guitar combination of 
Wood and Richard proved to be 
the most powerful the Stones 
have ever offered. Wood is es- 
sentially a rhythm guitarist; his 
long solo stretch on “You Can’t 
Always Get What You Want,” 
which came later in the evening, 
showed a less sensuous touch 
than Mick Taylor’s and an in- 


ability to escape from predic-- 


table resolutions. When he ad- 
ded rhythmic treble detail work 


to Keith’s booming, bassy chor- 
dings and Billy Preston’s key- 
board poundings, though, the 
upshot was in all probability the 
most fully realized ‘Rolling 
Stones” sound ever presented in 
a live show (though it was repor- 
ted that Thursday night’s show 
packed less punch). But, even 


_more important, Wood’s ebulli- 


ence, more Controlled here than 
in a Faces concert, clearly har- 
monized with, and perhaps fur- 
thered, the Stones’ spirit of hap- 


piness and relaxation (I might. 


have said looseness, but that im- 
plies sloppiness, and the Stones 
were exact on just about every- 
thing except the dual-guitar in- 
troduction to “Give Me Shelter.’) 

“If You Can’t Rock Me,” with 


a blank-faced Keith tossing off 


thin, jagged leads, led into “Get

“Starfucker.” As Jagger pointed 
at the audience and shou 

“starfucker” a wind-filled bal- 
loon-phallus, at least 20 feet 
high, emerged from the front- 
center of the stage. As if to tell us 
that he too was on for the ride, 
Jagger straddled the object. On 
“Gimme Shelter” and 
Can’t Always Get What You 
Want” Mick spoke-sang the 
words histrionically, reminding 
me or Richard Burton in Ham- 
let, but Mick leavened his pos- 
ing with self-mockery. Then, to 
lift the mood, came “Happy,” a 
“favorite of mine because of 
Keith’s squeaky, vulnerable vo- 
calizing of some of the Stones’ 
raunchiest lyrics; ‘Tumbling 
Dice,” in which Jagger imitated 
James Brown’s shuffle; “Lux- 


ury”; and “Heartbreaker.” Jag- 
ger’s singing on this last song was 
shattering (a sure indicator of 
the state of Mick’s voice is his 
degree of control over the harder 
numbers — during his last out- 
ing in Boston he didn’t fare near- 
ly as well) but the most poig- 
nant moment of the concert 
came afterwards. After ‘“Heart- 
breaker’’ began, a member of the 
audience threw a coat onstage; 
after playing had ceased, Keith 
casually picked up the coat, in- 
spected it, tried it on for size and 
tossed it aside. (If there were ev- 


er a vagabond millionaire, Keith. 


Richard is it. This is why I’ve al- 
ways felt Keith to be the heart 
and soul of the Stones. He’s the 
one who, while immersed in 
some musical project, beckons 
Mick back from across the 


It’s the singer, not the song. 


oceans for one more album.) 
The next segment had some 
interesting moments but, in re- 
trospect, it appeared to be de- 
signed as a prelude. “‘Angie’’ and 
“Wild Horses” were introduced 
by identically rich guitar sonori- 
ties, and during the latter’s chor- 
us Wood, Jagger and Richard 
harmonized into one mike, look- 
ing like a grouping from one of 
Remington’s historical por- 
traits. On “Fingerprint File” Bill 
Wyman noodled on either a syn- 
thesizer or a keyboard (is this a 
Stones’ first?) while Wood play- 
ed bass and Jagger stroked a gui- 
tar. Billy Preston was allowed 
two numbers, ‘Feel With It,” 
and ‘“QOuttaspace,” but he 
couldn’t get the audience boogy- 
ing until Jagger returned to the 
stage, grabbed Preston from be- 


hind and started dancing. (It’s 
telling that Preston’s antics were 
a high point of George Harri- 
son’s show last year, and the low 
point of the Stones’ show.) 
Then came the deluge: 
‘“‘Brown Sugar,”’ infused by 
Richard and Wood’s guitars with 
a mad power, followed by a 
“Midnight Rambler” in which 
Jagger flailed the stage with his 
glittering belt and sent rhine- 
stones flying; “It’s Only Rock ’n 
Roll,” the “I like it’’s delivered 
with even more syrupy coyness 
than on the record; an impos- 
sibly fast-paced ‘Rip This 
Joint”; “Street Fighting Man” 
(Keith, with knees bent slight- 
ly, pounding his guitar with 
roundhouses, Jagger abandon- 
ing his shirt); and finally, ‘“Jum- 
pin’ Jack Flash.” (During this 
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number Jagger and Preston urg- 
ed an inflated plastic caterpillar 
to the edge of the stage, where it 
spewed red balloons and, it ap- 
peared, Preston himself. Atten- 
dants could be seen dragging the 
wooly-haired keyboardist out of 
the audience and back to safe- 
ty.) 
* * * 

There have been exciting con- 
certs this year, like Roxy Music 
and the Average White Band, 
which affirmed the existence of 
viable, intelligent, physical rock 
’n’ roll. But the return of the Rol- 
ling Stones, in body and in ori- 
ginal spirit, is extraordinarily 
salutary, for them and for the 
generations to whom they are so 
deeply important. Because, at 
least for now, the reign of the 
memory of Altamont has ended.

Q: How long did it take you 
to arrange the songs? — 

RW: Well, it’s still evolving. 
Of course, it had to get to a cer- 
tain point before we could go out 
on the road. 

KR: We put in three solid 
weeks. 

RW: The whole atmosphere 
out in Montauk [where the 
Stones rehearsed for this tour] 
was living together, getting up 
and ambling down and rehears- 
ing in the front room. 

Q: That’s why it seemed to 
me that social compatibility 
would be so important in pick- 
ing a guitarist. 

KR: Well, it eventually came 
down to that the short list was 
exclusively American players, 
and we were an English band. It 
was really important that people 
understand where we’re all com- 
ing from, instead of having dif- 
ferent backgrounds where you 
can’t really relate to each other. 
That's how the band’s always 
been. If it was a band that wasn’t 
used to that kind of thing, we 
wouldn't have it, but it is. Every- 
one comes from within 20 or 30 
miles of each other. 

RW: And we don’t have to 
worry about things being mis- 
read, like some sarcastic com- 
ments. 

KR: And the other thing is 
that when someone leaves the 
band, rather than just fill the 
gap that’s left, you have the op- 
portunity to change the whole 
band. It keeps it fresh, keeps it 
alive, and that’s what we’re all 
digging. 

Q: It seems that the band is 
more happy onstage this time 
than in 1972. 

KR: Yeah, but it was also nice 
to have the brass thing. I’m real- 
ly glad we went through it, be- 
cause we got some nice records 
out of it. 

RW: And I really dig mim- 
icking what the brass did. 

KR: I basically have to play 
the same as when the brass were 
playing, because what I’m play- 
ing is what the brass were play- 
ing against. But the hassle of 
keeping a brass section together 
on the road is too much if you’re 
not basically a_brass-oriented 
band. They need a lot of disci- 
pline, a leader. Being a guitar 
band, it was only when we lis- 
tened to a tape that we realized 
that, because nobody said any- 
thing, the horns got a little slop- 
py, playing their own fills, just 
because, not thinking brass, I 
just took them for granted. 

Q: How did you go about re- 
hearsing? 

KR: Everybody would yell out 
what song they wanted to play. 


“When 


RW: I would yell out for them 
to stop, and I’d say, ‘Well, what 
do you want me to do there?’ 

KR: If it sounded like it was 
gonna get somewhere, then we’d 
start working on it. 

RW: Mick kept a log every 
day for every number we went 
through, so we did “Wild Hors- 


es’’ about 18 times, we only did © 


“Fingerprint File’ four times. 

Q: Was it easier for you, 
Ron, to fit into the Stones be- 
cause it was only temporary? 

RW: Well, I couldn’t exactly 
fit in and take it with a pinch of 
salt and think, ‘Oh, fuck the con- 
sequences.’ I have to play con- 
scientiously, otherwise I don’t do 
myself any good. I put in the 
same amount of effort as I would 
with a new band that was un- 
known or playing with the Faces 
or playing with the Stones. 

Q: So you feel as much a 
part of the Stones as of the 
Faces. 


u're ina band, you're in a band, ” quoth Keith. 


RW: Yeah. 
KR: If you're in a band, you’re 
in a band. 


Q: Does it seem like rock 
bands are moving to the jazz 
idea of shifting personnel? 

KR: It’s great that we’re able 
to do that these days. The Stones 
can’t remain with a temporary 
lineup for long, but I don’t think 
we have to settle it. We’ve still 
got a live album to mix — we’ll 
be recording some of the dates on 
the tour. 


Q: Don’t you have a studio 
album coming out? 

KR: We have a lot of mater- 
ial but we didn’t want to rush it, 
because there’s some really good 
stuff. If we’d have hurried it we’d 
have been sorry for ever. 


Q: Who selected the songs 
for Made In The Shade [a re- 
cent compilation of hit singles 
and popular cuts from the 
Stones’ Atlantic albums]? 


KR: The songs were selected 
mainly because they were all sin- 
gles except for a few songs that 
were based on heavy radio play. 
And they’re slightly hotter cuts 
than the originals because 
they’re remastered and recut, 
and these days they can give you 
more range. Also, they’re not 
really very long sides, so youve 
got a better recording than on 
the original records. 


Q: Is this tour more sedate 
than most Faces’ tours? 

RW: Not really, because what 
everyone else may lack in mad- 
ness, Keith and me make up for. 


Q: When you finish this 
tour, will you go back to work- 
ing on the Stones’ studio al- 
bum? 

RW: No, because I have a 
commitment to finish the Fac- 
es’ American tour, which starts 
about 10 days after this one fin- 
ishes. 


Q: Who'll finish up the gui- 
tar work for the Stones’ al- 
bum? 

KR: We’ve got to the stage 
with the album where we have a 
whole lot of tracks with guitar on 
them. The next stage with a stu- 
dio album is mixing, and one ses- 
sion doesn’t have any keyboards 
— nobody was available at the 
time. The next thing to do is the 
vocals. 


Q: Do you want to sing 
more? 

KR: Yeah. I don’t really want 
to sing, except that the more you 
sing, the better the voice gets. 
Singing one time a night, it takes 
ages before your voice really 
starts to get good. 


Q: What’s the difference be- 
tween playing behind Jagger 
and Stewart? 

RW: Not much, except that 
one kicks me and the other 
strangles me with his scarf. They 
don’t lay any real surprises on 
me except maybe when they 
leave a verse out or add one. 

KR: If it’s a surprise from the 
vocalist, it’s usually a mistake to 
be covered up. 

RW: But it’s good fun cover- 
ing up. 

Q: You just made a solo al- 
bum, you contributed tracks to 
the Stones’ album, and there’s 
a Faces’ album somewhere 
down the line. How do you sort 
them out? 

RW: Well, at least mine’s out 
of the way now and sailing along 
merrily. That can go and do 
what it wants. I don’t waste any 
time worrying about how they’re 
going to conflict. They’re all 
completely different kinds of 
music. 

Q: Is your personality more 

submerged in the Stones than 
in the Faces? 
RW: I’m sstill concentrating 
with the Stones because I don’t 
want to get really confident and 
start bashing away and then hit 
a complete bum note. I want to 
get as confident as I am with the 
Faces. I'll be able to deliver 
more, help the whole show. 

Q: Would you, if the Faces 
disbanded, be happy to stay 
with the Stones? 

RW: If things remained as 
they were whilst we were on tour, 
yeah. If the tour stopped and 
everyone turned out to be a re- 
cluse or a hermit and you never 
saw them again, it wouldn’t be 
very enjoyable. 

Q: So being in a group to you 
is a social thing as well? 

RW: Yeah, a family kind of 
thing. 

Q: Was there a point when 
you were younger when you 
dreamed of playing with the 
Rolling Stones? 

RW: Yeah, in the early days, 
earlier than Beck. I was playing 
the Stones’ kind of music. I was 
into it, but I was a bit younger.

prisoners, about whom, accor- 
ding to the Committee for Artis- 
tic and Intellectual Freedom in 
Iran, she has remained silent. 
Not only are women being tor- 
tured, says: the Committee, but 
there are specific tortures re- 
served for women prisoners. 
Among the women so honored 
are Vida Hadjebi Tabrizi, a so- 
ciologist arrested in 1972 while 
she was doing a study of peasant 
living conditions who, as a re- 
sult of her torture, has lost all 
sensation in her hands and feet 

has ceased menstruating. 
Also imprisoned and brutalized 
is Atefah Gorgin, whose poet 
husband has already been ex- 
ecuted by the government. Add 
to this the fact that abortion is il- 
legal in Iran, and that a married 
woman can do virtually nothing 
without her kusband’s consent, 
and one becomes a bit disen- 
chanted with the Princess's lofty 
rhetoric. 

Amnesty International has 
drafted a resolution for the IWY 
Conference, calling on all parti- 
cipating nations to immediately 
abolish “all forms of physical, 
psychological, and sexual tor- 
ture and cruel, inhuman, and de- 
grading treatment” of political 
prisoners, and further recom- 
mending “that all nations grant 
a general amnesty to women po- 


litical prisoners in honour of In- 
ternational Women’s Year.” If 
this were done, the Year might 
turn out to have some meaning 
after all. Otherwise, it is only a 
feeble effort to mask the brutal- 
ity that continues to be a daily 
reality for many women and an 
ever-present threat to many 
others.

We Be- 
come New: Poems by Contem- 
porary American Women, ed- 
ited by Lucille Iverson and

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The Red Sox Are Playing

Before sitting down to ponder 
the imponderable — how a base- 
ball team in any League this side 
of Little, Low Minors Division, 
can spot its opposition 76 base 
hits and 44 runs over six games 
and still win half of them — con- 
sider the following: 

Despite the floundering week 
just passed, the Red Sox are 
playing .569 baseball and lead- 
ing the American League East 
by a full game. 

A year ago on this date, the 
Red Sox were playing .569 base- 
ball and leading the American 
League East by three full games. 

Furthermore, if you number 
yourself among those who attri- 
bute last season’s collapse at 
least in part to the proposition 
that the schedule finally caught 
up to the "74 Sox — 1.e., when 
they fell upon those “Late Sum- 
mer, 30 Games a Month, Lots of 
Doubleheaders, Boy Am I Tired 
Blues” — ruminate, if you will, 
on the fact that on this date in 
history last year the Red Sox had 
already played 7 more games 
than they have this season. 

A further adjunct to the ’74-’75 
comparison: nearly every pit- 
cher’s record is within a game of 
what it was in mid-June of last 
season; the exceptions — Dick 
Drago, 5-1 a year ago, 0-0 today, 
and Rogelio Moret, 0-1 then, 4-0 
now — virtually offset one an- 
other. 

In any case, it is difficult to de- 
termine whether the Red Sox 
and their opponents — the 
Twins, Rangers and White Sox 
— have been celebrating the Bi- 
centennial in their own fashion 
or have entered into a conspir- 
acy to effect the extinction of the 
Haiti baseball, but if one chooses 
to throw out Bill Lee’s 3-1 vic- 
tory over Minnesota last Satur- 
day — which was, more or less, a 
normal major league _ baseball 
game — the combined totals for 
the othgr five games read 75 runs 
on 12% hits. When you con- 
sider that the Grand Scheme 
supposedly called for a Boston 
club that would diminish its em- 
phasis on offense in favor of 
“pitching, speed and defense” 


(in these latter departments, 
Carl Yastrzemski leads the team 
with five stolen bases while Doug 
Griffin could easily surpass the 
magic 50-error plateau if he con- 
tinues to play every day; as for 
the former, the record speaks for 
itself), events begin to assume 
comic proportions. 

But as Boston clung to first 
and the Yankees charged to- 
ward the top, it went all but un- 
noticed last week when the Bal- 
timore Orioles took a tentative 
step out of the cellar. While the 
winnowing of the East while en- 
gaged in interdivisional play 
didn’t exactly materialize as ex- 
pected — New York and Mil- 
waukee were the only teams to 
alter their fortunes substantial- 
ly for, respectively, better and 
worse, the balance of the divis- 
ion maintained its pace. It is 
worth noting, however, that as of 
Sunday, exactly half of the East- 


West games for the season will 
be history.

Meggars actually was one of 
the largest group of white play- 
ers ever to participate in the 
Shootout — eight. In fact, as the 
eight-team tournament (New 
York, New Jersey, Chicago, 
Georgia, Washington, DC-Bal-

Scott, Skip Wise, Ken Carr, Ber- 
nard King. The Shootout Alum- 
ni Association membership reads 
like a Who’s Who of College Bas- 
ketball. 

Meggars was impressed with 
the club he could join just by 
showing up, but said he felt not 
an ounce of pressure.

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Poetic Philosophy 

I have been doing a slow burn ever since 
R.D. Rosen’s review of the BU Book Affair 
appeared in the Phoenix (May 12). Ed 
Hogan’s responsive letter to the editor 
having since been pointed out to me, I do 
(of course) second his challenge to the 
Phoenix for fair coverage of the small 
press movement in New England. But I 
do this without much hope, if the spirit of 
Rosen’s article is indicative of the at- 
titude and biases of the so-called “alter- 
native press.” 

Rosen is disturbed by the notion that 
the writers and readers of small press 
publications are becoming the same peo- 
ple. I submit that this is disturbing only if 
this group of people remains a minor sub- 
set of society at large, which situation is 
reinforced by the mass media’s refusal to 
take arly notice of the movement. I 
wonder if Rosen would be equally disturb- 
ed if the ‘same people’’ who both write 
and read small press publications became 
“all people.” It is precisely this desire for 
inclusivity that marks the most promising 
direction of the small press movement. 

It is exclusivity and self-importance 
which should be the objects of our 
repugnance, these two traits which dis- 
tinguish the professional litterateur (of 
which class the critic is paradigm), and 
not that contemporary writers want to be 
heard and are willing to take the means of 
production into their own hands. “Access 
to print” is the keystone to the small press 
tradition, a tradition which includes the 


Revolutionary and Federalist pamphle- . 


teers as well as democratic poets like 
Whitman. 

I suggest that what is really disturbing 
to the professional critic is the prospect 
that the democratic, inclusive aims of the 
small press movement might prove 
successful — resulting in a society of peo- 


ple who both read and write, both create 
and appreciate; and, therefore, threaten 
the present dualities of producer/ con- 
sumer, artist/ people, and also critics/ lay 
readers which renders each member of 
society incomplete in himself, a role- 


player rather than a whole person, and 
therefore capable of being exploited. For 
profit. 

This is the situation with the media 
which receives so much critical attention 
in the Phoenix — pop music and the com- 
mercial cinema, which exploit the artist 
by enchaining him to profit-making 
production systems and exploit audiences 
by keeping them passive and dependent 
on both the profit-making distribution 
systems and the mediation of the critic. 

In opposition to all this, the small press 
movement says: write, create, do take 
part. 

Eighty poets in a room? Rosen is ap- 
palled. The aristocrat points a disdainful 
finger at the mob. But this kind of deca- 
dent elitism is no longer impressive. It is 
the empire itself which has no clothes. 
The major publishing houses ruin their 
usefulness and their integrity in frantic 
pursuit of the big best-seller (cousin to the 
box-office bombshell, or the million- 
selling record). And the established ar- 
tists, both commercial and academic, 
have less and less to say. The literary cat 
is out of the bag: poetry is not, as critics 
have darkly suggested, a kind of secret 
and rather naughty alchemy. It is a 
natural, human act — performed as much 
with the eye, ear, hand, and heart as it is 
with the intellect. 

To this revelation the critic reacts in 
horror, because it threatens his own de- 
mystification. Also threatened is the 
mystique of the newspaper publisher, 
alternative or otherwise; a people that can 
create and appreciate its own art, can also 
make and interpret its own ‘news.’ 

Eighty poets in a room? Why not? At 
present, one could walk into any similarly 
crowded room and be sure to find eighty 
critics. Why shouldn’t the critic in every 
person become the poet? 

I challenge the Phoenix not only to 


provide coverage of the small press move- 


ment, but to publish contemporary 
poetry. It is my belief that poetry, in the 
active sense — in terms of how many peo- 
ple already do it — is one of the most pop- 
ular of the arts. What keeps this fact from 
the attention of the news media is simply 
that no one has yet found a way to make a 
lot of money out of it.

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Jaws May Be 
the Scariest Movie

It’s interesting that the two most excit- 
ing films of the summer are so directly at 
odds with each other: while Nashville 
works against all our usual notions of lin- 
ear plot, traditional character develop- 
ment and precise cinematic meaning, 
Jaws is triumphantly conventional, a Hol- 
lywood action thriller that revels in ei- 
ther copping or one-upping the best tech- 
niques of the genre. Its intentions are as 
narrow as its effectiveness is immense; 
Nashville may elicit oohs and ahs of ad- 
miration, but Jaws provokes a far noisier 
and more visceral reaction. It’s a rare 
scare movie that can actually make me 
scream. 

Jaws differs greatly, thank goodness, 
from Peter Benchley’s potent but clumsy 
novel. The plot has been considerably 
streamlined, in accordance with director 
Spielberg’s avowed lack of interest in 
too much moralizing or exposition; all 
that remains are the man-eating Great 
White Shark, its three principal antagon- 
ists (a cop, an old crackpot sea captain, a

young wise-guy scientist) and the various 


locals and tourists in Amity (now an is- 


land, not a seacoast town) who keep the. 


shark from going hungry. Gone are the 
scientist’s affair with the cop’s wife, the 
uncomfortable correspondence between 
the ‘Great White Shark and a whale of 
similar hue (Quint the crackpot, as ori- 
ginally written, was an insult to Mel- 
ville), and the neo-Blattyesque willful- 
ness of the monster’s deviltry. The shark’s 
uncanny appetite for adulterers, fools and 
other rapscallions has been similarly cur- 
tailed. Here, his tastes don’t run to sin- 
ners so much as to anything that moves. 
The picture starts fast, as the first vic- 
tim takes her ghastly moonlight swim au 
naturel. And it progresses even faster, dri- 
ven by John Williams’s riveting score. 
(The shark is afforded both his own 
theme, which lets us know when he’s in 
the neighborhood, and numerous shots 
from his singularly bloodcurdling point of 
view.) The premise is problematic: one 
never fully believes that the local offi- 
cials would try to cover up the presence of 
a man-eater in their waters so as not to 
scare away the tourists, even if Spielberg 
does put them and their Cadillac on the 
Chappaquiddick ferry as they explain 
their wicked intentions to the honest but 
hamstrung cop (and even if Newsweek re- 
ports that similar shenanigans are taking 
place in Florida right now). Nor does one 
altogether care whether the cop will heed 
his wife’s urgings and move the family 
back to New York, from which they have 
recently fled. And Quint, who makes his

The point about Lepke is that 
Jews can be just as proud of their 
gangsters as Italians can. Never 
mind that Louis Lepke is Jew- 
ish; he’s just as pushy and ruth- 
less as all his guinea compadres, 
with whom he joins forces and 
carves up the South Bronx. 
“Can't trust these gonifs,”’ Lep- 
ke mutters under his breath 
while smiling at the snake-like 
Albert Anastasia — who waves 
back and exclaims, sotto voce, 
“Goddamn kike bastard.” 


It’s not long before social clim- 
ber Lepke is knocking off every- 
one who stands in the way of his 
business expansion. But Lepke is 
a good family man; too, desper- 
ately attempting to compart- 
mentalize his life and keep his 


wife, son and sumptuous town- ° 


house separate from his many 
shady deals. But those gonifs 
just won’t leave him alone; they 
are constantly popping up at 
dinnertime, demanding action or 
frisking him down. It’s not long 
before his wife is asking, ““What 
do those men really want, 
Louis?” 

At last, the proud papa and 
ethical gangster is brought to 
justice for a deed he committed 
years before, in his hot-headed 
youth. Lepke is executed for 
murder even though his wife tru- 
ly loved him. 

The things that are good about 
this film are the sets and the 
careful attention to period. The 
acting may be thoroughly pro- 
fessional, but the sense of deja 
vu is so overwhelming that the 
viewer will be hardpressed to 
separate Lepke from a thousand 
previous films.

MURPH THE SURF. Di- 
rected by Marvin Chomsky.

shooting or any mayhem, and 
two minor questions remained 
for the public to ponder: how 
were two nobodies able to ex- 
ecute such a caper, and how did 
they blow it so quickly? 

Murph the Surf answers both 
questions in such away that you 
really care, drawing you into its 
vision of life on the Miami Beach 
strip. Murph doesn’t focus on 
the robbery (although the actual 
theft, interjected in segments 
throughout the film, makes for 
engrossing entertainment). The 


heart of the film lies in its gently 
critical examination of this re- 
sort area and the, beach bums 
who work the big hotels: di- 
rector Chomsky notes the fading 
delicatessen queens, the preoc- 
cupation with having a good 
time. He is aided by sensitive, 
complementary performances 
from the unlikely Robert Con- 
rad and the unlikable Don 
Stroud. As Murph, Stroud is 
such a lout that he answers 


the question ‘‘How did they blow . 


it?’’ almost from the mo- 


ment he appears. Murph is too 
stupid to have pulled it off. 
Portraying a two-dimensional 
parasite may not be the most 
challenging of assignments, but 
Stroud turns it into something 
special with a wealth of tiny de- 
tails. The way he holds his head, 
the way he dives off a board and 
his Miami Beach guffaw demon- 
strate a fine understanding of 
the golden boy gigolo and Flor- 
idian follies. Murph is a simple 
animal, his simplicity the result

Discovered: The Unseen Scenes in Touch of Evil

Last March, the American 
Film Institute presented Orson 
Welles with a Life Achievement 
Award, honoring him as they 
had earlier honored John Ford 
and James Cagney. Acknowled- 
ging the award, Welles describ- 
ed himself as “your friendly 
neighborhood grocery store ... 
in this age of supermarkets.” 


Welles’s love-hate affair with 
the Hollywood film market has 
kept him on its fringes. Though 
neither he nor the industry is 
willing to admit it, each needs 
the other; it requires the ser- 
vices of a cinematic cupid as go- 
between to get the two together. 
The last American film Welles 
directed, Touch of Evil (1958), 
came about largely through the 
efforts of ‘Charlton Heston, who 
persuaded Universal to let 
Welles direct it. 

The recently televised AFI tri- 
bute to Welles and the Acade- 
my Awards bestowed on How- 
ard Hawks and Jean Renoir (like 
the earlier honorary Oscars for 
Chaplin, Hitchcock and others) 
mark a new awareness of film 
history within an industry that 
used to measure worth only in 
terms of the money one’s last 
picture earned. Financial fac- 
tors, of course, have played an 
important part in this new re- 
cognition of the past — the suc- 
cess of MGM’s “That’s Enter- 
tainment,” the resurgence of the 
kinds of studio pictures the old 
Hollywood used to make (Earth- 
quake, The Towering Inferno), a 
new interest in nostalgia and the 
recent product shortage have en- 
couraged many major studios to 
look through their vaults and see 
what’s there. 


One of the latest finds is a long 
version of Touch of Evil, which 


UCLA film teacher Bob Epstein 
stumbled upon several years ago. 
Epstein borrowed a 35mm stu- 
dio print of the film for his class 
and discovered that it contained 
about 15 minutes of footage that 
had been cut from the film be- 
fore its original release. Though 
studio prints, which are often 
former preview prints, are oc- 
casionally longer than released 
versions, the longer Touch of Ev- 
il came as a complete surprise. 


Not ignorant of its value to 
film history, Universal has re- 
cently loaned the print to the Li- 
brary of Congress so that it can 
be preserved. (Apparently, only 
negatives of the short version 
survive.) One hopes that Uni- 
versal will make the long ver- 
sion available to colleges, film 
societies and revival theaters for 
rental. 


The long version was shown 
publicly for the first time sever- 
al weeks ago at the AFI Theater 
in the Kennedy Center in Wash- 
ington, and a number of Welles 
devotees (myself included) at- 
tended its official unveiling. The 
film, which Peter Bogdanovich 
once described as ‘“‘a Goya-like 
vision of an infected universe,” 


deals with the darker aspects of _ 


modern American society — 
murder, political corruption, 
racism, sex, drugs and betrayal. 
Heston, who had distinguished 
himself in Hollywood’s latest 
rash of Biblical epics, is cast as a 
self-righteous Mexican narcot- 
ics agent honeymooning with his 
American wife (Janet Leigh) in a 
tawdry border town. Welles, 
sleazily overweight, plays a 
crooked cop who solves crimes by 
intuition and gets convictions by 
planting evidence. The film pits 
Heston’s innocence against 
Welles’s decadence, entangling 


all moral concerns in a complex 
web of people, places and ev- 
ents. The distinctions between 
good and evil slowly become ob- 
scured, absolutes become rela- 
tive and truth inascertainable. 
Welles’s border town. becomes a 
self-contained universe, racially 
and spatially fragmented, made 
whole only through the direc- 
tor’s overview. 


What’s missing from the short 
version of the film is largely short 
bits of dialogue and action — 
though the long version does con- 
tain several whole scenes, im- 
portant for reasons of plot and 
character, that have also been 
deleted. The latter is apparent- 
ly Welles’s final cut; the abridg- 
ment has a slightly different 
sound mix and also contains a 
couple of shots inserted by an- 
other director. 


One scene edited out is be- 
tween Quinlan (Welles) and Var- 
gas (Heston) outside the brothel 
run by Tanya (Marlene Diet- 
rich) on the Mexican side of the 
border. Someone has just thrown 
acid at Vargas, and his wife has 
been threatened by the Grande 
family (which wants Vargas to 
drop charges against a relative). 
Vargas complains to Quinlan 
about the Grandes, demanding 
he do something about them. 
Quinlan gruffly questions Var- 
gas, more intent on humiliating 
than on helping him, until the 
District Attorney, trying to 
mend political fences, comes be- 
tween them. Overlapping dia- 
logue throughout .the scene es- 
tablishes the antagonism be- 
tween Vargas and Quinlan; both 
are talking at the same time, nei- 
ther really listening to the other. 


Vargas’s soap-box idealism is . 
_countered by Quinlan’s ‘show 


me” cynicism-and undisguised 


racism. This scene explains the 
subsequent hostility between the 
two characters and gives a sub- 
jective dimension to the sup- 
posedly objective investigations 
that follow. 


Reviewers of the original film 
found the plot impossibly com- 
plicated; one reason may have 
been that a long sequence in 
which Vargas’s wife is driven toa 
motel had been excised. In the 
fuller version, the newlyweds’ 
banal, romantic conversation is 
interrupted by the arrival of 
Quinlan and the assistant D.A., 
who ask Vargas to join them, 
leaving Pete Menzies, Quinlan’s 
loyal old friend, to drive Susy to 


the Mirador Motel. During the’ 


ride, Pete extols Quinlan’s vir- 
tues, telling Susy how his cap- 
tain once saved his life by stop- 
ping a bullet meant for him — 
which explains Quinlan’s later 
line: “‘That’s the second bullet 
I've stopped for you, partner.” 
Menzies also praises Quinlan for 
having given up booze, prepar- 
ing us for his subsequent disil- 
lusionment when Quinlan starts 
drinking again. 


When Vargas discovers that 
Quinlan has framed a Mexican 
shoe clerk for a murder, he con- 
fronts Quinlan, then calls a 
meeting of Quinlan’s superiors to 
present his proof of their man’s 
dishonesty. In a newly discover- 
ed scene, Menzies finds Quinlan 
drinking in a bar and tells him of 
the meeting. Quinlan sits there, 
smoking and continuing to 
drink; we see him and his reflec- 
tion in a mirror. This marks the 
beginning of Menzies’s disen- 
chantment with Quinlan. It is al- 
so echoed by another deleted 
scene, in which assistant D.A. Al 
Schwartz lets Vargas into the 
Hall of Records in order to ga- 


ther data on Quinlan’s earlier ar- 
rests and convictions. The wan- 
ing loyalty between Quinlan and 
Menzies is eontrasted to the 
bond that develops between 
Schwartz and Vargas — though 
Schwartz, motivated (unlike 
Menzies) by political opportun- 
ism, is loyal to Vargas for pro- 
fessional rather: than personal 
reasons. 

In the last reel, a scene at Tan- 
ya’s brothel and another be- 
tween Vargas and Menzies are 
missing from the shorter ver- 
sion. In the first, Vargas peers in- 
to Tanya’s parlor, decorated 
with bullfighting posters, for ov- 
er three hours. Quinlan catches a 
glimpse of Vargas’s reflection in 
a mirror. Welles pans from the 
mirror back to the seated Quin- 
lan, who rises from his chair to 
get a better look. A low-angle 
shot picks up a bull’s head 
mounted on the wall behind 
Quinlan and links Quinlan to the 
bull, making an analogy elabor- 
ated in the subsequent action: 
Vargas becomes the matador. 
The scene also explains Quin- 
lan’s later remark to Menzies: “I 
thought you were Vargas.” 

Outside the brothel, Vargas 
joins Menzies on a neighboring 
balcony and rigs him with a re- 
cording device. Menzies tries to 
get Vargas to drop his pursuit of 
Quinlan, then reluctantly agrees 
to help him. He then calls Hank 
out of Tanya’s in order to get 
him away from the noise of her 
pianola so that the taped evi- 
dence will be clearly audible. Fi- 
nally, the long version contains a 
couple of brief shots of Vargas’s 
tape recorder as it plays back 
Quinlan’s confession, and one of 
Schwartz turning it off and snap- 
ping shut its cover, a cold mech- 
anical gesture to suggest the 
“closing” of the case. 
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Klaus Tennstedt—and Supermarket Payola?

In addition to crocuses, bac- 
calaureates, tax rebates, the re- 
turn of migratory birds and a 
generalized tingling sensation, 
spring also engenders long, dim 
thoughts about the immediate 
past. This writer has, ‘since the 
beginning of October, attended 
no fewer than eighty (80) clas- 
sical music concerts in this city. 
He remembers most of them ex- 
tremely vividly, as his atten- 
dance was motivated not by the 
expectation of pleasure, but by 
the expectation of monies re- 
ceived for telling readers of this 
and other periodicals what, ex- 
actly, to think about these ev- 
ents. It would of course be idle to 
suppose that this mass of im- 
pressions, however exact, could 
yield a useful pleasure-to-pain 
ratio, but you can guess which 
had the upper hand. 


About a dozen of these con- 
certs (I shall enumerate them 
presently) gave great pleasure. 
Another half-dozen were inter- 
esting for details. Most of the re- 
mainder were middling. The ab- 
solute worst, a recital by an ex- 
patriate Lithuanian violinist, 
was followed by an offer of payo- 
la, and a pretty tacky offer at 
that. (As a supermarket gift cer- 
tificate struck me as an unsuit- 
able agency of corruption, I 
therefore declined it.) 


* * * 


To begin with, let us cele- 
brate the meritorious. General- 
ly, the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra’s most memorable con- 
certs were not, it turned out, 
those led by its Music Director, 
Seiji Ozawa, an excellent or- 
chestral coach but no great 
shakes as an interpreter. This 
meant that the orchestra’s play- 


ing on any given day this past 
season was a good deal more pol- 
ished than on any given day a 
few seasons past: neater, pretti- 
er, more in tune, more homo- 
genous in timbre. All to the good. 
It meant also that the musicians 
were well primed for the appear- 
ance of guest conductor Klaus 
Tennstedt, whose leadership eli- 
cited quite the most exciting — 
and excited — playing I’ve heard 
from the BSO in ages. In the all- 
Brahms concert, the distribu- 
tion of sonorities one heard was 
not this orchestra’s standard, 
business-as-usual one. Tenn- 
stedt brought with him an unu- 
sually fresh and acute judgment 
of timbral values. (The Fourth 
Symphony and the Academic 
Festival Overture seemed so sen- 
sitively heard.) They came 
across with the bloom of health 
on them and not a whit less 
brainy for that. The Bruckner 
Eighth Symphony of the follow- 
ing week was no less than sub- 
lime. It even won over many who 
ordinarily are put off by garru- 
lous spiritualities for huge Wag- 
nerian orchestra. Tennstedt is an 
intense, gangling man in his 40s, 
and he is still new to what used 
to be called the “Free World,” 
having fled East Germany a cou- 
ple of years ago. He can be heard 
twice this summer at Tangle- 
wood: in the Beethoven Sixth 
and Eighth Symphonies, and in 
a repeat of the Bruckner. 
Wunderkind Michael Tilson 
Thomas returned, no longer As- 


sistant Conductor or Associate 


Principal Guest Conductor but 
Guest Conductor merely. As one 
no longer within the bosom of the 
BSO family — he has gone so far 
as to sign a contract with Col- 
umbia records — Thomas was, I 
gather, more civilly received by 


the orchestra than in the past. 
As before, his programing was 
incomparably more imaginative 
than anybody else’s. (Thomas 
loves to rummage.) In standard 
fare, he was uncommonly satis- 
fying, too. It wasn’t always that 
one could hear from a single con- 


ductor such diverse excellences: - 


the wit and energy and sense of 
color that really animates a tel- 
ling performance of Stravin- 
sky’s Petrouchka (it went like 
blazes); and a sense of ample 
breathing space, of vocally in- 
flected phrasing that made the 
performance of the Siegfried 
Idyll by Wagner the most affec- 
ting one, live or on records, that 
I’ve ever heard. 
* * * 

The Boston Philharmonia 
seemed to have foundered, can- 
celing its season after a few con- 
certs. In one of these, Karel Hu- 
sa, an uninteresting composer 
but an enlivening conductor, led 
this chamber orchestra in a 
Haydn “London” Symphony 
(no. 104) that was elegant, wit- 
ty, sentimental and brimming 
with high spirits. Do not RIP, 
Philharmonia; we need you for 
epiphanies like these. 

Among other symphony con- 
certs, the Cleveland Orchestra’s 
under Maazel proved that it can 
still play more accurately — 
with true surgical precision — 
than its nearest American com- 
petitor in that regard, Solti’s 
Chicago Symphony, which has 
some deadwood at principal 
desks (the ensemble’s roaring 
horsepower notwithstanding). 
Undér Wolfgang Sawallisch the 
Suisse Romande orchestra of Ge- 
neva sounded, by turns, refined 
(the strings) and raucous (the 
winds), but mostly complacent 
and burgher-ish. There are 40 


American orchestras capable of 
outclassing the Strasbourg Phil- 
harmonia, which, led by a 
French conductor (Alain Lom- 
bard), played French music 
(Faure, Saint-Saens, Berlioz) 
with such unrelenting crudity 
that I would be relieved to hear 
that this organization was in ac- 
tuality a front for the white slave 
trade; it certainly wasn’t very 
convincing as a major sym- 
phony orchestra. 

There were some joys of redis- 
covery in the concerts by the 
Boston Civic Symphony, a com- 
munity-type ensemble that, un- 
der conductor Benjamin Zan- 
der, presents performances in- 
formed by a strong, often fierce- 
ly corrective point of view. With 

an Struss the mezzo soloist, 
Mahler’s Kindertotenlieder em- 
erged as a study in lowered-voice 
denial of Affekt, expressing a 
grief beyond tears. It was alto- 
gether chilling. 

A concert by the Annex Play- 
ers of the music of Morton Feld- 
man was a reductio ad absur- 
dum of the dictum. “Less is 
more.” Some very few and very 
meager sonorities were posed 
against great, intimidating si- 
lences, and the silences lost. If 
only Feldman could be assigned 
to edit the works of Olivier Mes- 
siaen (much feted this past Sea- 
son), who does have a habit of 
going on so. 

The laurel for Most Underrat- 
ed Performing Group in Boston 
goes to the Handel and Haydn 
Society, whose newsworthy re- 
pertory and sophisticated chor- 
us-and-orchestra’ performances 
have been inadequately atten- 
ded to. Conductor Thomas Dunn 
has a penchant for programing 
kinky juxtapositions. You might 
expect Poulenc and Brahms to 


go together like, say, Jean Ge- 
net and Jane Austen, but Les 
Secheresses and the German Re- 
quiem — the chic aridities of the 
one, the orotund earnestness of 
the other — were oddly compat- 
ible. 

Posies for chamber music 
playing go to the New England 
Conservatory faculty members 
who performed Arnold Schoen- 
berg’s String Trio (1946) so 
fiercely; to the Camerata, direc- 
ted by Joel Cohen, which sings 
and plays medieval and Renais- 
sance music with an attention to 
theatrical values that some may 
find unnerving. For instance, the 
recent ‘“‘La Primavera” concert 
included among its spring-relat- 
ed items a polyphonic chorus for 
animal voices. In a free concert 
at MIT, the Russian-American- 
Israeli violinist Svi Zeitlin play- 
ed so well in a variety of styles — 
the right ones for Bach, Tchai- 
kovsky, Beethoven and Roch- 
berg — that I wouldn’t have 
been surprised to hear as an en- 
core Leonard Bernstein’s “I Am 
Easily Assimilated.” 

At Boston University, David 
Del Tredici led a wild and wool- 
ly performance of Stravinsky’s 
L’Histoire du Soldat that fea- 
tured wonderfully parodistic so- 
lo violin work by Tison Street 
and narration by David Carney, 
Sarah Caldwell and (as the De- 
vil) the Globe’s Michael Stein- 
berg. There was a strong smell of 
sulphur in the air. 

The prize for Most Easily Dis- 
pensed With Bicentennial 
Schlock Item (a stiff competi- 
tion, this) goes to Sweet Free- 
dom’s Song by Robert Ward, a 
patriotic cantata performed in 
Lexington on April 20 by the 
Masterworks Chorale with, I 
thought, unbecoming zeal.

BETTY WRIGHT 
Sugar Shack 

Bubbling Betty Wright, chaw- 
ing on a lemon to ease a bron- 
chitis-inflamed throat, issued an 
onstage salvo at music critics. “I 
can’t help but read what they 
say,” the leading exponent of 
Miami soul told the Sugar 
Shack, ‘“‘and I see where one of 
them wrote how he’s glad that 
Betty Wright’s stopped doin’ all 
those ‘who’s doin’ what to whose 
man’ songs. Well, the day I stop 
doin’ those, that’s the day I goon 
welfare.” 

Ms. Wright understands her 
popularity. Her syncopated com- 
mentaries on problems with ba- 
bysitters, secretaries and other 
man-stealers (the subjects of her 
biggest hits) have marked her as 
a voice for the everyday con- 
cerns — and humor — of many 
black women, groups of whom 
laughed “‘amens” from the front 
tables. That role was once filled 
by Aretha Franklin, who has 
drifted away from it of late. But 
Wright is no imitator. Her voice 
is alternately sweeter and hus- 
kier, less brooding than Are- 
tha’s, her style marked almost 
always by Miami’s- bouncing 
multiple guitars (led, on the 
road, by her brother Phillip). 
Like Aretha’s, though, Wright’s 
is very much a Southern sound, 
retaining the hard-edged blues 
influence (‘Hard to Stop”) and 
the expansive manner of the 
black church. Wright’s most ob- 
vious strength, however, is her 
zest for performing. She is an ex- 
trovert who genuinely enjoys the 
stage, constantly improvises mo- 
nologues, dances at the crowd’s 
edge and generally carries her- 
self with a tough assurance that 
belies her age (21). 

Wright brings the full Miami 
sound, with its punctuated brass 
and hints of the Caribbean, with 
her on the road in the form of the 
Clean-Up Men, who double as a 


revue, a_percussionist-singer 
warming up the crowd with Kool 
and the Gang and Harold Mel- 
vin and the Blue Notes hits. Her 
set is mostly her big singles 
(“Clean-up Woman,” “‘Babysit- 
ter,” and the more recent “Shoo- 
ra, Shoo-ra” and “Where is the 
Love?” from her Danger: High 
Voltage album), which she has a 
tendency to carry on too long. 
But her showmanship — and her 
confidence in her own original- 
ity — allows her to pull off strik- 
ing imitations of singers ranging 
from Esther Phillips to Al Green. 
It’s worth remembering that 
Betty Wright’s style and voice 
are still maturing, and her audi- 
ence still expanding — she came 
to Boston after a two-week tour 
of England. Judging from her as- 
sured and energetic stage man- 
ner, she may well be the next 

major female soul-pop star.

BAD COMPANY 
Music Hall 


There is one clear, compelling — 


reason why Bad Company can- 
not be considered the fourth edi- 
tion of Free. Like Spooky Tooth 
and a number of valuable un- 
derdog bands, Free were musi- 
cal alchemists, conjuring with 
disparate elements in arcane so- 
lutions and coming up, fairly of- 
ten, with gold. The aesthetic 
success of a song like “Fire and 
Water” was due not to Paul Rod- 
gers’s immense voice, nor to An- 
dy Fraser’s sparse piano, nor to 
any other specific component, 
but to the chances they were wil- 
ling to take to achieve a wonder- 
ful new composite sound. In or- 
der to fit the pieces together, 
Free played at a tempo guaran- 
teed to drive the downer bunch 
into impermeable lethargy. 

But the downer bunch is where 
the money is for a power group, 
so with Bad Company, Rodgers 
and drummer Simon Kirke opt- 


ed for a lineup that would take 
no chances, craft no master- 
pieces, but would create the im- 
pression of the sort of deep and 
well-considered music Free used 
to play. “Deal with the Prea- 
cher” is taken at fully twice the

pace of “‘Fire and Water,” guar- 
anteed four times as exciting — 
and profoundly less interesting. 
The hit singles elicited comfor- 
table roars of approval at the 
Music Hall, and the only differ- 
ence between them and the re- 


corded versions was that they 
were faster and simpler. ‘Easy 
on my Soul” lost its world-weary 
character and became an ob- 
scene kind of sop to the stalwart 
Free fans. 

If they didn’t want to capital- 
ize on Free, they’d have Boz Bur- 
rell, a fine singer in his own 
right, singing more than the 
backups on “Feel Like Making 
Love.” They could certainly af- 
ford to take a more orchestral ap- 
proach; Mick Ralphs began to 
get into some interesting chor- 
ding on “Ready for Love,” but 


that was because he’s played the . 


song every night for the last four 
years (everything else he did was 
truly banal). Granted, it’s about 
time Rodgers, a majestic singer 
and a magnetic personality, 
made some money, but there’s 
no justice in Ralphs getting a 
share in that as well: nowadays 
Rodgers is a more interesting 
guitarist and could front Bad 
Company as a power trio if Boz’s 
bass were mixed at proper vol- 


ume.

JOSEPH JARMAN 
First Position Workshop 

A group of musicians can’t de- 
velop the collective spontaneous 
sensitivities of the Art En- 
semble of Chicago in a week’s 
time; so when the AEC’s Joseph 
Jarman arrived in Boston for his 
June 1 concert he was equipped 
with several of his own composi- 
tions. Reedman Jarman and his 
local co-workers — Stanton Da- 
vis, trumpet; Stan Strickland, 
reeds; Hayes Burnett, bass; 
Henry Letcher, drums; Nitanju 
and Adunni, vocals; Diane Nel- 
son, dancer — rehearsed for five 
days, formed a rare affinity, and, 
in the composer’s words, “‘learn- 
ed something and had fun.” 

“These pieces were written ov- 
er many years and move over 
many areas,” Jarman announc- 
ed at the start of his hour-plus 
concert. The material did draw 
on early recordings by both the 
AEC (‘‘Ericka’’) and Jarman un- 
der his own name (‘‘As If It Were 
the Seasons”’), with a great stress

This bulging package — an al- 
bum of songs chronicling the 
scuffling days of the Taupin- 
John songwriting team, an illus- 
trated lyric sheet with snap- 
shots of the boys’ old haunts and 
a corroborating scrapbook — re- 
minds one of those “Paulie In 
Liverpool” souvenir items hawk- 
ed from every streetcorner dur- 
ing the Beatles’ heyday. Except 
that here the artists themselves 
are responsible for this under- 
taking. 

It might well seem, to those 
cynical about Elton John (and 
isn’t it proper to be cynical about 
the intentions of any million- 
aire?), that our apple-cheeked, 
balding, bouncing boy of rock 
has waxed a little too egotistical 
by eulogizing himself before he’s 
dead. If you think that, you nev- 
er saw little Reg Dwight (the ori- 
ginal moniker Elton loves to re- 
mind us of) effuse in front of the 
cameras at the prompting of pro- 
fessional voyeur David Frost. 
The lad is uninhibitedly en- 
thralled by both his past and his 
escape from it; of course, any- 
one who dwells so lovingly and 
gloatingly on triumphs over re- 
straining parents and predatory 
fiancees (the excellent song 
“Someone Saved My Life To- 
night” tells that latter tale) has 
not really escaped his past at all. 

But the hitching post for all of. 
John’s bronco-rock has been his 
ordinariness — he’s a nebbish 
made good, and his fans love him 
for his accessibjlity. So a self-in- 
dulgent lp like Captain Fantas- 
tic And The Brown Dirt Cow- 
boy, which dotes on the artist as 
a young hack (Taupin’s lyrics rip 
the pair’s early publisher-ex- 
ploiters) and, at this late date, 
still glories in the rise from ob- 
scurity, is of a piece with John’s 
appeal. It’s devised to tickle 
Taupin and John as well as their 
followers, and so it can’t possib- 
ly be considered a cold-hearted 
cash-in; it is, in fact, a trip down 
memory lane in which John and 
his fans hold hands. 

Whether the work can be got- 
ten through without a yawn is 
another question entirely; I 
think I’m safe in saying the an- 
swer is “no.” Elton makes great 
singles, but his slight, singular 
talent hardly prepares him for a 
truly album-length task, and 
much of Captain Fantastic is 
very boring. The title song, 
“Someone Saved My Life To- 
night,” ‘““Gotta Get A Meal Tic- 
ket’’ and ‘‘Writing,’ are all 
worth hearing — but you’d be 
better off waiting until they 
come out as singles.

Between 1965 and 1967 Eddie 
Holland, Lamont Dozier and 
Brian Holland were perhaps the 
most prolific and commercial 
production team pop has ever 
seen. Responsible for many of 
Motown’s greatest records 
(“Reach Out” and “You Keep 
Me Hangin On,” to name just 


two), the trio enjoyed an as- | 


tounding success that has been 
matched in recent years only by 
Philadelphia’s Kenny Gamble, 
Leon Huff and Thom Bell dur- 
ing the Philly Sound’s peak, 
from 1971 to 

In what was to become. an all 
too familiar Motown scenario, 
H-D-H left Berry Gordy’s em- 
ploy at the zenith of their car- 
eer; embroiled in a bitter legal 
battle over royalties. After that 
the team concentrated its ef- 
forts largely on its own Invictus 
label (Freda Payne, 8th Day and 
Chairman of the Board), but 
could not consistently duplicate 
its earlier track record. 

H-D-H made the exodus to 
Los Angeles along with most of 
the Detroit music-makers (in- 
cluding Motown), and with the 
final demise of Invictus the trio 
set up Holland, Dozier and Hol- 
land Productions, Inc. Among 
their first customers has been a 
production-starved Motown, 
who no longer has a house pro- 
ducer it can depend on (but at 
the same time seems myster- 
iously unwilling to give H-D-H a 
full album of work). 

The trio quietly produced 
three songs for Michael Jack- 
son’s Forever earlier this year, 
and now Brian _Holland, under 
the H-D-H banner, has produc- 
ed five of the nine songs on the 
Jackson Five’s Moving Viola- 
tion. 

The Michael Jackson songs 
were.a warmup for the J5. But 
while the H-D-H tracks on Mich- 
ael, Forever are mostly unspec- 
tacular (the exception being the 
controlled, uptempo ‘“‘We’re Al- 
most There”’), it still stands in 
sharp contrast to the rest of the 
house-produced album. 

If the trio sounds rusty on 
Michael’s album, Holland’s 
work on Moving Violation is su- 
perb, ranking with the writing 
and production by Ashford and 
Simpson (other ghosts from the 
company’s past) for the Dyna- 


mic Superiors earlier this year as 
Motown’s finest of °75. Recal- 
ling his efforts with Levi Stubbs 
and Diana Ross a decade ear- 
lier, Holland has buoyed Mich- 
ael and Jackie with an assort- 
ment of jack-knifing rhythm 
tracks and Philadelphia-inspir- 
ed melodies that capture the 
group’s ebullience as well as any- 
a 4 since the J5’s “I Want You 
ack.” 


Bud Powell: 
BUD IN PARIS (Xanadu) 
Earl ‘“‘Bud’”’ Powell (1924-66), 
the fountainhead of modern jazz 
piano, was the longest-suffering 
casualty of the bebop era. After 
influencing an entire generation 
of musicians with his first recor- 
dings, Powell spent the years be- 
tween 1945 and ’59 in and out of 
mental institutions. The music 
he produced during this period 
ebbed and flowed according to 
his state of mind. Occasionally 
he could transcend the tortures 
of his psyche and actually mock 
his condition (some Powell ori- 
ginals: “Un Poco Loco,” ‘‘Hal- 
lucinations,”’ “Oblivion,” ‘Glass

- Enclosure’’); more often, he 


would get so jammed that this 
supreme technician, sounded 
more like a fumble-fingers. 

When not pursued by his de- 
mons, however, Powell played 
like one. The 13 tracks on Bud in 
Paris are from 1959 and ’60, the 
beginning of Powell’s five-year 
European sojourn, and contain 
some of his best later work. The 
rapid right-hand lines clearly 
owe much to Charlie Parker, but 
Bud did far more than translate 
Bird’s ideas to the keyboard. Un- 
hampered by the need to pause 
for breath, and often possessed 
by a nervous intensity not even 
Parker could match, Powell 
turned the blinding eighth- and 
16th-note runs of bop into a to- 
tal means of expression that sub- 
sumed melodic and harmonic in- 
novation in their uncheckable 
surge. Rhythmic stresses, 
changes in linear direction and 
silences all appear with jarring 
unpredictability in Powell’s best 
efforts, creating a music that 
perfectly expressed the anger 
and demands of post-war black 
America. 

All of the music here is alive 
and bristling, with much of the 
variation attributable to the 
quality of the pianos or to how

closely Bud’s nervous sing-along 
mumblings were miked. The sec- 
ond of three versions of “John’s 
Abbey” and “Buttercup” are ex- 
tended solos at medium tempo, 
pushed smoothly by the drum- 
ming of Kenny Clarke. “Shaw 
Nuff,” ““Get Happy” and the fi- 
nal “John’s Abbey” are virtuoso 
Powell, his ideas and fingers fly- 
ing at a superhuman pace. There 
are also some ballads that re- 
veal Bud’s similarity to Thelon- 
ious Monk, and two rousing du- 
ets with tenor man Johnny Grif- 
fin. The fervid rush of the saxo- 
phonist’s lines suggest that Pow- 
ell’s influence wasn’t confined to 
pianists. 

Bud in Paris is the standout 
among five releases from Don 
Schlitten’s new Xanadu label. 
Continuing his good works — 
most recently under the Muse 
and Onyx logos — in the swing- 
to-post-bop areas, Schlitten 
plans to issue classic material, 
much of it previously unreleas- 
ed, on his “gold series,” and con- 
temporary recordings on a “‘sil- 
ver series.’’ Besides Bud, the ini- 
tial gold finds Joe Guy and 
“Lips” Page in Trumpet Battles 
at Minton’s (1941) and a side 
each from Hampton Hawes’s trio 
(1951) and a Paul Chambers 
quintet (1957) on The East/West 
Controversy. The two silver of- 
ferings are equally precious, re- 
viving as they do two bop-era 
masters who have languished for 
the past several years in anony- 
mity. Both alto saxophonist Son- 
ny Criss (Saturday Morning) 
and vocalist David Allyn (Don’t 
Look Back) benefit from the ex- 
pert assistance of Barry Harris, 
the greatest practicing exponent 
of the Bud Powell legacy.

with a couple of years of grad- 
uate work in musicology, a pati- 
na of scholarship slopped over 
the cardboard showmanship. 
Each man insists on huckster- 
ing Bach, drawing the crowds by 
putting rouge and falsies on a 
composer who (some believe) 
doesn’t need such tarting up. On 
this record Newman has, like 
Heavy Fox in Gloucester’s Ham- 
mond Castle, found an apposite 
match for his taste: Wagner’s 
big-blow jobs. We get the ‘“‘Val- 


kyries’ Ride’* and ‘‘Wotan’s 
Farewell and Magic Fire Dance” 
from Die Walkuere, the Over- 
ture to Meistersinger and the 
Prelude to Parsifal, and from 
Das Rheingold the “Entrance of 
the Gods into Valhalla.” They 
are played in turn-of-the-cen- 
tury transcriptions and revis- 
ions, at the time a very popular 
form for presenting Wagner’s 
music. 

You would think that New- 
man would shine in such soup. 
(It may well be that this is his 
last Columbia recording, since 
the label was said to have drop- 
ped him many months ago.) But 
no such luck. The playing turns 
thick and incomprehensible 
whenever the music grows fast or 
loud (which is frequently); whe- 
ther this stems from Newman’s 
miscalculations or from the fact 
that his chosen instrument (St. 
John the Divine’s fat Aeolian 
Skinner) is, like all such elec- 
tronic organs, slow to respond, 
can’t be ascertained. Anyway, 
the ear struggles to latch onto 
lines, pitches, rhythms, etc., fi- 
nally giving up. 

The transcriptions (organ 
transplants?) themselves give 
maximum vulgar offense in the 
grand style, and there is some: 
pleasantness in that. The organ, 
in addition to lethargy, is char- 
acterized by ugly-sounding di- 
visions; that is, even its basic 
ranks, like the diapasons, repel 
with a dull whininess rather than 
invite. Even the recorded sound, 
for a sonic spectacular, isn’t so 
hot: the organ has three 32-foot 
stops totaling 36 pipes, but there 
is precious little information on 
this disc below 60 Hz; the bass is 
especially filtered out at the ends 
of bands and sides, where the cli- 
maxes, of course, come. To top it 
all off, the cover is a cartoon of 
Wotan, or someone, at the con- 
sole (Columbia still seems to 
think this attracts); and New- 
man’s liner notes are real dumb. 

Unlike Newman, Glenn Gould 
writes brilliant liner notes, yet 
like Newman he is a speedy play- 
er (albeit miles ahead in tech- 
nique) and has a vulgar streak 
(of which he’s rather fearful). 
But in addition to bad taste, 
Gould has good taste. About a 
year ago he made for Columbia a 
piano recording of his own Wag- 
ner transcriptions, which pro- 
vides instructive contrast. His 
versions are clarifying and di- 
dactic, his performances pellu- 
cid (each man is helped, New- 
man by an assistant, Gould by 
overdubbing), his musical judg- 
ments intriguing and, apart from 
some incredibly slow tempos, 
sound. Gould wants to com- 
municate something, not just 
show off or bring in the bucks; he 
knows his limits, what he can 
and can’t pull off on his instru- 
ment. And that makes all the 
difference.

BLITHE SPIRIT by Noel Cow- 
ard. Directed by Peter Arnott.

Whipped up by cavalier “Null 
Cahd” in the unlikely midst of 
WW II (as if to phooey the Luft- 
waffe into believing it was still 
the careless ’20s and the Jerries 
ought to be home on the Rhine, 
licking their wounds while the 


made moderately naughty re- 
marks at one another), Blithe 
Spirit is as insubstantial as its 
most ectoplasmic characters, as 
endearingly long-winded as its 
wacky cycling sorceress, as crisp- 
ly quip-happy as its incompar- 
able author. 

It is obvious that the loose- 
limbed, hamburger-fed pro- 
ducts of Post-Boogie America 
cannot play Coward effortlessly. 
Young actors usually assume a 
stiffness, a cock of the head and 
a punchy irascibility they hope 
comes off as dry wit, straining 
clay-footedly to fly off into that 
Cowardly arcadia where there is 
no Gerald Ford, no tuna helper, 
no Zayre’s and little overt sex- 
uality. There is no hope that this 
will work, but Clifton Webb isn’t 
available, Coward is dead and 
Blithe Spirit is still very popu- 
lar summertime stuff. Fans of 
this kind of marshmallow fluff 
will probably, once they adjust 
to a leading man who looks like 
Mark Spitz and moves as if he’d 
be more comfortable in a Dazzle 
t-shirt than an ascot, have a tit- 
ter-go-lucky time at Tufts. 

Director Peter Arnott, ham- 
pered by his young actors’ limi- 
tations, has made of this spoof of 
marriage and the occult a rather 
eclectic souffle: heavy-handed 
hints of Albee-like desperation 
are dangerously sandwiched be- 
tween the tepid togetherness and 


~ 


British slurped dry martinis and 


waspish bickering of the central 
couple. The production is a sort 
of timeless mirth capsule where- 
in Charles and Ruth, gotten up 
in a ruffled blue dress shirt and 
shiny hostess gown (more. sug- 
gestive of Pat and Bill Loud in 
the mid-’60s than of Noel Cow- 
ard), sit in their folksy/futuris- 
tic living room (complete with 
plexiglass cubes and Scandina- 
vian lamps) and puff and cock- 
tail rather belaboredly. When 
the ghost of Charles’s first wife 
materializes, she bursts from the 
heavens like Ann Margret onto a 
Las Vegas stage, with a fuchsia- 
platinum bouffant and a wicked 
shimmy. Only Madame Arcati 
remains un-hipped. Played with 
shameless panache by De 
French, a bona fide ‘‘no imita- 
tions or powdered hair” older la- 
dy, she is the same Valkyrian 
kook, strewing cliched good 
cheer and buzzing continually 
like the old spiritualist saw she 
is, whom audiences have gob- 
bled up for years. 

When Blithe Spirit first play- 
ed New York in 1941, Brooks At- 
kinson suggested that the third 
act might be dispensed with al- 
together. And it is certainly true 
that, despite Coward’s good hu- 
mor, the central Topper-type 
gag, husband beleaguered by 
connubial spirits whom no one 
else can see, wears thin before 
the squabbling wives are finally 
wafted off to play backgammon 
with Genghis Khan at polter- 
geistian parties in the Great Be- 
yond and mad Madame Arcati 
shoves off on her Raleigh leav- 
ing Charles to war with the cos- 
mic special effects. 

Still, Blithe Spirit is a plea- 
santly affected confection, a 
walking, glibly talking monu- 
ment to the ability of Mr. Cow- 
ard to fill an evening, like a bal- 
loon, with nothing and make it 
float. The problem at Tufts is 


that everyone works a little too 
hard. Patsy Culbert, though 
poised and glacial as the more 
proletarian of the wives, is too 
heavy-handed. Mitchell Engel- 
meyer, as Charles, is too coy and 
has an annoying habit of react- 
ing to what’s said before it’s out 
of anyone’s mouth — Cowardly 
heros are quick but not clairvoy- 
ant. Michele Billy, the blithe

Company ‘of London’s nightly 
“Wild Stunt Show” feature bi- 
zarre critical accolades like

cently inaugurated ‘Nickel 
Theater,” a series of spoofs serv- 
ed up after the regular Sunday 
evening high jinks as a sort of 
half-baked dessert (desert?) for 
those who stick around or who 
happen to wander by with 
change weighing down their poc- 
kets, is experimental material. 
The guinea pigs are charged, but 
moderately. 

What can you say about a 
show that has a palsied Irish 
grandad with yogurt stuffed up 
his nose, a motherly transves- 
tite in curlers and a mustache, a 
profligate priest calling himself 
Reverend Pleasure, the fucking 
vicar of Kansas City, who’s ac- 
companied by an habitual strip- 
per in nun’s clothing whose pas- 
ties leave telltale gluespots on 
her nipples, a little nebbish who 
carries his excrement around in a 
bowler hat, a Rudyard Kipling 
parody that makes that notable 
sound like a flunk-out from the 
Hallmark Greeting Card writ- 
ers’ trainee program, a “deto- 
nating dong”’ thinly disguised as 
a Polish sausage (or vice versa), 
an audience so sloshed its mem- 
bers will get up on stage and 
make bigger asses of themselves 
than the slick dudes being paid 
for it, and more jelly donuts gob- 
bled out of someone’s under- 
wear than even the Wild Stunt 
Show? 

You can only say don’t waste 
your nickel. Buy some mary- 
janes, buy jawbreakers, buy a 
Mickey Mouse eraser. Or save up 
your fun money and spend an 
hour locked in a pay toilet, tel- 
ling yourself elephant jokes.

Bel canto is practically syn- 
onymous with the name of Vin- 
cenzo Bellini: the focus of his art 
was, he said, quite simply to 
“make people weep, shudder, 
and die through the art of sing- 
ing.” By 1830 that art had reach- 
ed full maturity with the writ- 
ing of J Capuletti ed I Montech- 
chi, an opera based on the tradi- 
tional Romeo and Juliet story — 
and, to no one’s surprise, a per- 
fect vehicle for Beverly Sills, for 
whom it was revived two weeks 
ago as the final offering of Sarah 
Caldwell’s season. 

Strangely enough, this wasn’t 
another Sarah first. Boston last 
heard Bellini’s score in May of 
1847, when a traveling company 
conducted by Luigi Arditi (he of 
that dizzy waltz “Il Bacio”) gave 
it at the Old Howard. Though 
not the American premiere (the 
program is mistaken in this re- 
spect) the opera seems to have 
won high marks, as did the per- 
formances of its star, Fortunata 
Tedesco. Indeed, commenting on 
her appearance, the Boston Ev- 
ening Transcript reported that 
“a gentleman, evidently intoxi- 
cated with delight ... awaken- 
ed as from a dream of eastern 
ambition to a poetic realization 
of hat and cane — for, seizing 
these two latter appendages of 
his person, he threw them at the 
goddess of the evening with a 
chaud which has scarcely yet 
met with justification” (June 7, 
1847). 

Whether this refers to Capu- 
letti e Montecchi, the unnamed 
writer doesn’t say, but the opera 
clearly merits just such enthu- 
siasm. It’s Bellini at his most 
prodigally lyrical, distilling the 
pain and pathos of Felice Roma- 
ni’s effusive verses into melo- 
dies of an almost too-poignant 
tenderness. Nowhere will you 


feel that sense of ‘‘awful catas- 
trophe” that Berlioz so admired 
in Shakespeare’s play (but then, 
the Bard wasn’t the source here) 
— rather the opera is an elegy to 
young love, and it’s the tears and 
shudders of that thwarted love 
which Bellini knew better than 
anyone else how to compress in- 
to soulful song. 

For once this season, Sarah 
Caldwell concerned herself with 
that song, casting for it, accom- 
panying it, not diverting our at- 
tention from it. This was an un- 
gimmicked production, as sim- 


ple and noble as Bellini’s music, | 


and though the machinery of 
Grand Opera was present, Cald- 
well kept the alarums and ex- 
cursions at a discreet distance, 
often right at the back wall of the 
Orpheum’s stage, so as not to in- 
terfere with the tragedy of Vero- 
na’s star-crossed lovers. Of 
course, one could only smile 
when, symbolically, she had Sills 
sing Juliet’s ‘‘Wherefore art 
thou?” aria on a balcony box, 
but after the whirling turn- 
tables and exploding furnaces of 
earlier productions, this was an 
evening of refreshing repose, 
subdued in costume and clever 
in its adaption of the handsome 
Senn-Pond Cellini sets. 

Thus, while the eyes rested for 
once, the ears had a chance to 
feast, to make up for all the non- 
entities heard earlier in the year, 
and to enjoy the best singing of 
the season. Obviously Sills is a 
natural for the pathetic role of 
Giulietta (it plays to her mas- 
tery of the melting phrase), ‘but 
the revelation of the perfor- 
mance came from Tatiana Troy- 
anos in her debut with the Com- 
pany. Capuletti e Montecchi is 
unusual in that both lead roles 
are written for female voice, Ro- 
meo’s part a throwback to the 
castrato tradition (and the one, 


incidentally, preferred by the 
leading ladies of Bellini’s day). 
Troyanos seemed made for it, 
and in fact her career so far has 
largely been built on these trous- 
er roles, though over in the Ger- 
man wing.

Finally, nothing but praise for 
Caldwell’s conducting.

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Can Jordan Marsh

Boston proudly called. itself 
“The Hub” for part of the 19th 
century to attract attention to its 
commercial (and cultural) pre- 
eminence in the Western Hem- 
isphere. And at the very core of 
Boston’s retail and wholesale 
district, both literally and spiri- 
tually, stood the Jordan Marsh 
Co. Doing business in the same 
Washington St. buildings, Jor- 
dan Marsh is still there today — 
but not for long. In a move that 
tarnishes Jordan Marsh’s early 
reputation for innovation and 
quality, the company is going to 
replace its present row of ele- 
gant buildings with a store of 
uninspired design. 

One cannot fault Jordan 
Marsh’s desire to improve its 
own facilities, to stimulate new 
development (by creating La- 
fayette Place — see Phoenix, 
Feb. 25) and to revitalize the 
area, but this is being done at 
the expense of a group of build- 
ings that have come to symbol- 
ize both Jordan Marsh and the 
Boston retail district. 

The buildings along Washing- 
ton St. (between Summer and 
Avon Sts.) have been Jordan 
Marsh’s main store for over 100 
years. In their Victorian details 
and rhythms, they contribute 
significantly to the atmosphere 
of Washington St. Constructed 
in a period when architecture 
was a form of entertainment, 
their multitude of figures, faces 
and geometric carvings engage 
the passer-by and scale the 
buildings in a way that is, re- 
grettably, never attempted (nor 
perhaps even possible) today. 
When the planned revitaliza- 
tion of the Washington St. retail 
district begins, the retention or 
demolition of these buildings 
will set a precedent that will be 
subsequently followed up and 
down the street. Individuals 
close to the project, both in and 
out of the BRA, agree that the 
decision to scrap these buildings 
effectively assures that the ma- 
jority of other Victorian edifices 
will meet the same fate. In the 
future, Washington St. (which 
the BRA calls “an area of con- 
siderable historical and archi- 
tectural quality’’) will look more 
like the backside of a shopping 
center and less like the commer- 
cial district of a supposedly ur- 
bane and tradition-conscious ci- 
ty. 

Why, if these buildings are es- 
sential to the spirit of the area,

have steps not been taken to pre- 
serve them, or at least their fa- 
cades? The answer lies in Jor- 
dan. Marsh’s opposition towards 
any approach other than its 
own plans. In response to sug- 
gestions from within the BRA 
that the new buildings be built 
behind the old facades, Jordan 
Marsh has claimed (according to 
BRA sources) that it would be 
too expensive and would disrupt 
two Christmas season sales per- 
iods. Either eventuality, the 
company says, would make the 
project financially impossible. 
The BRA had the political lev- 
erage to stipulate that the fa- 
cades be kept. Because Jordan 
Marsh was asking the BRA for 
favored tax status for its new 
store, BRA director Robert Ken- 
ney could have required the com- 


pany to keep the old facades in 
exchange for lower taxes. Unfor- 
tunately, architectural ‘design 
issues” (for example, the preser- 


“vation of a motif for an entire 


district) are expendable in the 
face of supposedly higher costs 
and/or threatened curtailment of 
the project. There never was a 
formal BRA study of the expense 
of retaining the facade; Jordan 
Marsh’s claims that it would be 
too costly went unchallenged by 
the BRA and Kenney. 

By not insisting on the reten- 
tion of the old facade, the BRA 
has taken essentially an anti-his- 
torical position. By permitting 
the destruction of these impor- 
tant buildings, it is hastening 
the demise of a visible symbol of 
Boston’s commercial history. 
The ensuing development will 


cut off future generations from 
Boston’s past — and not even 
leave them an example of our 
best contemporary archiecture. 

How, at a time when andin a 
city where tradition and history 
are supposedly revered, did such 
an inadequate design even reach 
the light of day? 


The quality of the architec- ° 


ture reflects the sensitivity of the 
client. “Corporateness” 
self encourages such de- 
sign. Corporations strive to be 
ordered, precise and profitable. 
Further, they deemphasize the 


individual for the sake of the or- 


ganization. Corporations look for 
and appreciate this same sub- 
ordination in their architecture. 
Always, the by-words are effi- 
ciency and economy; the em- 
phasis is on ease of communica- 
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tion, uniform lighting, traffic 
flow and uncluttered work- 
spaces. It is not surprising, then, 
that Boston’s recent office build- 
ings project slick, cool, tech- 
nological images that rarely evi- 
dence a human touch. 

It has not always been so. Be- 
fore the 20th century and man’s 
exclusive reliance on machines, 
people depended at least in part 
on their bodies. And their archi- 
tecture reflected this. Buildings 
boasted no more flights than a 
person could easily walk up, de- 
tails were hand-carved, and dec- 
oration was based on the human 
body and human dimensions. To 
appreciate this firsthand, visit 
the Jordan Marsh store on Wash- 
ington St. 

Corporations, as well, were 
different in the 19th century, 
each the product of its founder’s 
mind and personality. The cor- 
porate and human personae were 
one. Eben D. Jordan, the found- 
er and moving spirit of Jordan 
Marsh, was vital, innovative 
(the first merchant to sell on cre- 
dit, the first to give refunds, the 
first to adopt the policy that “the 
customer is always right’’), and 
proud. His store was designed by 
the best architects of the day; a 
little playful, solid, respectful of 
the past and built of fine mater- 
ials, it helped establish Jordan 
Marsh as the retail store in 
Boston. 

Eben Jordan did more than in- 
sist on the best for his store; he 
also wanted the best for Boston. 
Living by his motto, “‘Whatever 
helps Boston helps me,” he was a 
major civic leader and philan- 
thropist. He was the chief bene- 
factor of the New England Con- 
servatory of Music; he toured 
European opera houses with an 
architect to ensure that the Bos- 
ton Opera House he was pro- 
moting would have the finest 
acoustics; he kept his employees 
who enlisted during the Civil 
War on his payroll (at full sal- 
ary) and guaranteéd them jobs 
upon their return. Jordan re- 
spected the symbiotic relation- 
ship between his welfare and 
that of Boston and Bostonians. 
For Jordan, the two were insep- 
arable. As paternalistic as Eben 
Jordan may have been, the bene- 
fits to Boston were sizable. 

But today, Jordan Marsh is 
pursuing a policy that prevents 
it from carrying out its project in 
a way that would at once pre- 
serve the’ positive aspects of 
Washington St., reflect favor- 
ably on the company, and main- 
tain a link with Boston’s, and the 
company’s, past. 

The tragedy is assured by the 
BRA’s reluctance to take strong 
stands on “design issues.” It is 
now left to private individuals 
and groups (the City Conserva- 
tion League, the Victorian So- 
ciety) to call attention to the in- 
adequacies of architectural pro- 
jects. Branded by their oppo- 
nents as “‘obstructionists” and as 
“anti-progress,”’ these parties 
seek to ensure that Boston’s deli- 
cate urban environment is re- 
spected by those forces that pro- 
claim the short-term benefits of 
“jobs” and “redevelopment.”

conspicuous entry into the pro- 
ceedings by scraping his finger- 
nail on a blackboard at a frantic 
town meeting, never escapes the 
grizzled-old-coot stereotype of 
Benchley’s book. But these are 
the sorts of shortcomings one no- 
® tices after the film is over, not 
while it is mounting its assault. 
While Jaws is under way, one 
does not notice; one quakes. 

Skeptics may wonder how a 
simple fish picture could possi- 
bly be this terrifying, especially 
if they have read enough pre-re- 
lease publicity to know that a 
mechanical shark, reportedly 
nicknamed Bruce, was em- 
ployed (though not all the time; 
when a huge, toothsome crea- 
ture rams its way through an un- 
derwater cage containing the 
young scientist, that’s the real 
McCoy). Perhaps one explana- 
tion of Jaws’ unique ability to 
scare, and to scare far more tho- 
roughly than the book did, is 
that the menace is utterly real- 
istic. Maybe another is the 
three-dimensional nature of the 
danger it invokes (the killer can 
attack from virtually any direc- 
tion), which makes us acutely 
aware of the way we usually 
guard ourselves on only a single 
plane. More likely, though, it is 
the film’s pacing that explains 
its power — it moves along brisk- 
ly, with frequent (though gen- 
erally unpredictable) shocks, 
alleviated by occasional humor 
(mostly from Dreyfuss) but sel- 
dom going slack. There aren’t 
even the strategically timed” 
throwaway moments that punc- 
tuated The Exorcist; when 
Spielberg suspected his audi- 
ence would be most vocal, he 
simply miked up the dialogue so 
it could be heard above the brou- 
haha. 

It is perhaps significant that, 
once the scientist (Dreyfuss), the 
cop (Roy Scheider, who is won- 

_ derfully uneasy throughout) and 
the coot (Robert Shaw, whose 
role no sane actor could possibly 
covet) are out hunting on the

on poetry and song. Jarman. in- 
sisted after the concert that 


was in the lyrics (a strong in- 
dictment of contemporary so- 
ciety from the perspective of 
Black America), but unfortu- 
nately, most of the words were 
lost in the rush of ensemble 
sounds. Drummer Letcher, who 
works regularly at Bennington 
with composer Bill Dixon, was 
responsible for much of the obli- 
teration of vocals, but he proved 
to be an impressively forceful 
and _ self-confident percussion- 
ist.

One brief 
solo each on tenor, alto and so- 
prano is awfully slight for a mu- 
sician who may not visit Boston 
again for quite some time. 

The First Position Workshop 
has been bringing artists of Jar- 
man’s stature to Boston for the 
past two months, and while the 
turnout for this concert was 
heartening, scanty attendance in 
previous weeks has forced the 
sponsors to abandon weekly for 
bi-weekly presentations. Music 
this powerful, in such a comfor- 
table setting (the Workshop is 
located at 145 South St., on the 
third floor), deserves commen- 
surate support.

‘Jaws is hardly an anonymous 
film, but its personality is quite 
secondary to its expertise.

Walker’s attack evolved from 
the wailing and squealing R&B 
players of the ’50s. Just as Big 
Jay McNeeley and Lynn Hope 
captivated earlier audiences 
with their gymnastic tenor batt- 
les, Jr.’s stage show a decade la- 


ter was a visual extension of his’ 


rocking music. Invariably he 
would fall to his knees and then 
flop on his back, legs high in the 
air, all the while honking and 
blowing the group’s current 
charttopper. Eventually the All 
Stars would retrieve Jr., only to 
have him sag backwards into the 
outstretched arms of two band 
members in a final capitulation 
to whatever evils he had failed to 
exorcise through his frenzied 
playing. 

In the late ’60s and early ’70s, 
producer Johnny Bristol pro- 
longed Jr.’s commercial life with 
a series of markedly sweeter, 
melodic recordings exemplified 
by the luscious ‘What Does It 
Take (To Win Your Love).”’ But 
Bristol left Motown and it’s been 
four years since Jr. Walker has 
had a substantial hit. Despite 
the emergence of disco soul, 
seemingly the perfect target for 
Walker’s natural style, Motown 
has left Walker to flounder with- 
out producer or record. 

To his credit, Jr. still chooses 
his strongest material to present 
live (even including such plea- 
sant surprises as ‘‘Cleo’s Mood” 
and “Pucker Up Buttercup”’); 
but, sadly, the 1975 All Stars are 
no match for the originals, and 
without the benefit of a hot band 
and some theatrics, Walker’s 
technically limited tenor play- 
ing can easily bore. Despite the 
enthusiasm of the youthful au- 
dience, Jr. Walker, wearied by 15 
years of one-nighters and a fad- 
ing reputation, was content to 
exert himself just enough to pick 
up his pay check and head to- 
ward the next gig.

Continued fram page 2 
of Stroud’s very careful acting. 

The best thing about Kuhn 
and Murph’s relationship is that 
they really don’t like each other. 
Kuhn the pro talks down to 
Murph the ambitious amateur; 
Murph is disgusted with Kuhn’s 
apparent impassivity. Murph 
lives on the surface while Kuhn 
lives way down deep, enjoying 
life privately. Their workable 
friction evolves into an emo- 
tional triangle when Jenny (Don- 
na Mills), a pretty, hip airline 
stewardess, falls for the goon, 
Murph. The fact that they are 
such an obvious mismatch — she 
is warm, intelligent, sincere, 
everything Murph is not — lends 
odd credence to their relation- 
ship and to the theory that love 
is a form of mental disorder. 

Kuhn feels a growing attach- 
ment to Jenny, but she’s inex- 
plicably stuck on Murph. Ulti- 
mately, Murph’s_ shallowness 
and insensitivity result in Jen- 
ny’s suicide; her death is the real 
climax of the film, next to which 
the stealing of the Star of India 
seems insignificant and cheap. 
Obviously, what turns Murph on 
so much about the jewel robbery 
is that it provides him with an 
emotional outlet; he can easily 
deal with danger, excitement, 
physical relief. But faced with a 
woman who loves him, who seeks 
something deeper than a casual 
tryst, he proves inadequate and 
breaks down completely. 

The scene in which Murph 
gives Jenny the kiss-off in a 
crowded Miami disco is the 
film’s most agonizing. Murph 
dishes up one offensive plati- 
tude after another. “‘I’ll buy you 
a new car — set you up for good. 
I’m gonna take care of you!” His 
banality and little-boy squir- 
ming are at first annoying, then 
overwhelming when mirrored in 
Jenny’s eyes. 

Murph captures a mood of 
time and place beautifully. An- 
other nice thing about the film is 
the general absence of violence; 
the emotional violence visited 
upon Jenny more than suffices.

Kinmont 
checked over the script and requested that certain exaggerations 
be eliminated and that the story be kept as accurate as possible. 
There were even thoughts of letting Kinmont play herself in the 
film, but the idea was scratched because of her lack of acting ex- 
perience. 

Beau Bridges (son of Lloyd and brother of Jeff) is 32 years old. 
He did a stint in the Coast Guard before accumulating film cre- 
dits, which include The Landlord, Gaily, Gaily and The Christi- 
an Licorice Store. Marilyn Hassett is a 27-year-old newcomer who 
has herself experienced the kind of anguish Kinmont suffered. 
Hassett was paralyzed for a year after an elephant stepped on her 
during the filming of a commercial.

MOVIE(S) OF THE WEEK: Sul- 
livan’s Travels and The Sugarland 
Express. The former film, pictured 
above, is Preston Sturges’s quick, wit- 
ty and wonderfully cynical 1942 por- 
trait of Hollywood, the story of a suc- 
cessful young director who decides to 
become a hobo and learn about life; if 
you've never seen any of Sturges’s sa- 


tires, now ’s the time to find out what 
you've been missing. The co- -feature, 
starring . Goldie Hawn and Ben ‘John- 
son, is the captivating and eccentric 
tale of a young mother who will do 
anything to regain custody of her 
baby. A wonderful combination, Mon- 
day and Tuesday at the Park Square. 


BREAKOUT. Charles Bronson’s best role 
in years; as a happy-go-lucky pilot devis- 
ing one hare-brained scheme after ano- 
ther to free a convicted American mur- 
derer in a Mexican prison, he is all gruff 
charm. An entertaining, oddly muted 
film, with little violence and plenty of per- 
sonality. Suburbs. 

CORNBREAD, EARL AND ME. Story 
of a ghetto youth whose ticket to freedom 
is basketball, starring Moses Gunn, Rosa- 
lind Cash, Bernie Casey, with Keith 
Wilkes in the title role. Savoy. 

THE DAY OF THE LOCUST. An unev- 
en but largely successful adaptation, 
beautifully acted, of Nathanael West’s no- 
vel, which illustrates the problems in 
transporting a good but not sacrosanct 
book to the screen. Waldo Salt’s screen- 
play is effective and intelligent, more so 
than John Schlesinger’s sometimes slug- 
gish direction. Relentlessly grotesque (al- 
though the boy-meets-girl machinations 
of its first hour tend to camouflage the in- 
herent iciness); well worth seeing. Circle. 
DIRTY HARRY. Don Siegel’s masterful 
thriller was vastly underrated, at the time 
of its initial release, by everybody except 
the general public. Extraordinarily ef- 
fective and deft, with Clint Eastwood giv- 
ing one of his rare non-self-mocking per- 
formances, and Andy Robinson unforget- 
tably grotesque as the mass murderer who 
terrorizes San Francisco. Co-billed with 
its sequel, Magnum Force, which is a total 
waste of time. Suburbs. 

THE EIGER SANCTION. Clint East- 
wood’s fourth directorial effort is his slow- 
est and most inept; everything seems to 
take much longer than it needs to, and as 
a thriller this has both plot and credi- 
bility (Eastwood plays an art professor 
who's an assassin on the side) problems. 
Jack Cassidy is extremely offensive (as a 
caricatured homosexual villain), as are 
the numerous female walk-ons who sali- 
vate at the sight of the leading man. By 
the time we found out who the heavy was, 
we didn’t care. Cinema 57. 

FRENCH CONNECTION II. Shoddy, 
unexciting sequel is poorly directed by 
John Frankenheimer but features an in- 
teresting performance by Gene Hack- 
man, who spends part of the film as a 
junkie (shooting him up is his adversary’s 
way of shaking him down for infor- 
mation). Cinema 57. 

FUNNY LADY. Hollow but delicious: 
Streisand conveys the hauteur and self-as- 
surance of Fanny Brice at the peak of her 
career, and director Herbert Ross has at 
least learned to steal from the greats. 

Cheri. 

THE HAPPY HOOKER. They said it 
couldn’t be done, but they were wrong — 
this is a witty, entertaining version of 
Xaviera Hollander’s Manhattan memoirs 
that also qualifies as good clean fun (it has 
a PG rating). In the title role, Lynn 
Redgrave is suggestive without being 
smutty, effervescent but not overly so. She 
is also very big, and the sorts of costumes 
this project requires have a way of making 
her look like a drag queen. At the Saxon. 

HEARTS AND MINDS. The Vietnam 
documentary that touched off a furor is an 
evasive effort, raising far more questions 
than it answers but providing no new in- 

sights or information. Either perpetrators 
of the war are presented as too grotesque 
to be understood, or else the explanations 
are facile and incomplete (war footage is 
intercut with football). Offers a good, if 
sketchy, outline of what happened, but 

few ideas about how. Charles. 

LINDA LOVELACE FOR PRESI- 
DENT. The X-rating is unfathomable, 
since that rating usually denotes ‘‘male 
frontal nudity”’ and this picture has none. 

Which is to say that Lovelace never gets a 

chance to do what was formerly her thing 
— but that seems to be the whole point. 

Lovelace has been completely renovated, 

shot up with silicone and painted with a 

better grade of makeup; her behavior has 

been cleaned up too. So this is a smutty 

comedy, not a porn picture, with humor 

reminiscent of (though greatly inferior to) 

the fart scene in Blazing Saddles. A red- 

hot candidate for Worst Movie Ever Made 

honors, with its only interesting aspect be- 

ing the presence of Mickey Dolenz, who 

used to be a Monkee and is now appar- 

ently on the skids. Suburbs. 

LOVE AND DEATH. Woody Allen’s 

best-made comedy ‘cheerfully parodies 

Dostoevsky, Eisenstein and Bergman, 

with Allen in the role of Boris, a Russian 

serf who plans to assassinate Napoleon. 


The excellent cast includes Diane Keaton 
and various members of the Russian ar- 
my; the laughs are perhaps less spectacu- 
lar than usual, but also more frequent. 
Wednesday, at the Cheri. 
MANDINGO. Two-and-a-half incred- 
ibly lurid hours with a typical ante-bel- 
lum Southern family — incest, miscege- 
nation and copious whuppin’ are done by 
James Mason, Ken Norton, Susan George. 
One character is boiled and pitchforked to 
death, which seems to be the high point of 
the piece. Savoy. 
MONTY PYTHON AND THE HOLY 
GRAIL. A would-be cult film with no ap- 
parent cult behind it; though we don’t 
know the full oeuvre of the Python people, 
they must do better with short skits than 
they do trying to sustain a 90-minute take- 
off on the Arthurian legend. Funniest 
thing here is the credit sequence, which is 
in English with Swedish subtitles. Exeter. 
HE OTHER SIDE OF THE MOUN- 
TAIN. The story of skier Jill Kinmont, 
who was paralyzed from the shoulders 
down in an accident and subsequently 
became a schoolteacher. A simple but very 
touching picture, wonderfully acted, that 
may wind up appealing to a segment of 
Love Story audience, though this story is 
in some ways considerably grimmer. 
Directed by Larry Peerce, who has a fine 
feel for youthful exuberance (Kinmont 
was a teenager when she had her skiing 
accident). Beacon Hill. 
THE PASSENGER. How much one ap- 
preciates the latest from Antonioni is 
largely a function of one’s own exhaustion 
threshold. The more energy you put into 
watching it, the more effective it be- 
comes. Beautiful but self-defeating, visu- 
ally eloquent but verbally banal, it 
achieves a textural resonance as compell- 
ing as, though not to be confused with, in- 
tellectual depth. Those who watch it on 
the story level alone are likely to go home 
dissatisfied. Suburbs. 
THE REINCARNATION OF PETER 
PROUD. Bad performances, a stagger- 
ingly stupid screenplay, a plot that has 
only one possible resolution — and it’s 
still worth seeing, either as camp or mum- 
bo-jumbo or a sex picture (there’s an aw- 
ful lot of skin here, considering the R 
rating). Not much good, but we weren’t 
bored. Suburbs. 
THE RETURN OF THE PINK PAN- 
THER. Peter Sellers’s Inspector Clou- 
seau is as hilariously ineffectual as ever, 
but somehow this falls short of the simple 
good time it ought to be. A few of Clou- 
seau’s routines are a trifle tired and over- 
long — anytime he wanders into the vicin- 
itv of a machine, you can be sure he’ll 
start it and then be unable to shut it off — 
and the picture tends to sag when he isn’t 
onscreen. Amusing, all in all, but decid- 
edly minor and hardly up to Sellers’s or 
Blake Edwards's pars. Cheri. 
SHAMPOO. Warren Beatty, who pro- 
duced, co-wrote and stars, wanted to 
make a modern morality tale about sex 
and affection in a world where monogamy 
isn't workable. But director Hal Ashby 
does his level best to turn the thing into a 
very cute bedroom farce. Flawed, in- 
teresting. too funny and slick for its own 
good. Suburbs. 
SHARKS TREASURE. Cornel Wilde’s 
mispunctuated deep-sea adventure ar- 
rives here a convenient three weeks before 
the premiere of Jaws. Gary. 
TOMMY. Even more than its exuber- 
ance and originality, this Tommy’s trans- 
cendence of literal reality is what is 
breathtaking. Ken Russell transforms the 
Who's rock opera into a visceral, wildly 
exciting primal drama that even as it re- 
mains faithful to the original material is 
sublimely impressionistic. Eliciting won- 
derful performances from everyone (Ann- 
Margret, Roger Daltrey, Oliver Reed, Tina 
Turner, Elton John et al.) except dead- 
head Eric Clapton, Russell shoots this one 
in a visual style that is almost more musi- 
cal than the soundtrack, in earsplitting 
quintaphonic sound. Pi Alley. 
WHAT’S UP, DOC? Peter Bogdan- 
ovich’s variation on Bringing Up Baby was 
funny enough to show that Bogdanovich 
may be best when he imitates most close- 
ly.

TAXES #1 


Massachusetts is in a fiscal crisis. Already this 
state is about $300 million dollars in the hole. 
Of course, the most desirable solution is tight- 
ening our belts and running a more efficient 
government. But that will not free up enough 
money. The other answer is drastic cuts in our 
programs; some might occur but not enough 
to cover this year's and next year's expenses. 
Realistically speaking, additional tax money 
will be needed. How will it be raised? Our 
property taxes, which are the highest in the 
country, threaten to bankrupt many home-: 
owners. Income taxes, which also rank very 
high in the national average, already over- 
burden the average wage earner. The only 
practical alternative is a sales tax on items 
such as, liquor, cigarettes, clothing and other 
such items. A sales tax, which is broad-based, 
would produce millions of dollars, would raise 
some revenue from out-of-state visitors, 
would stifle increases in property and income 
taxes, and most important, would give citizens 
a choice. 

Our current tax system is archaic and inequi- 
table. Why should a homeowner earning 
$15,000 a year pay exorbitant property taxes 
when others can purchase a $150 dress or 
jacket or even a case of expensive cham- 
pagne and pay no sales tax on these items. 
Once again, the middieciass is getting the 
brunt of it all.

In 1971 the California Supreme Court ruled 
that “a child's education must depend on the 
wealth of the state as a whole and not on the 
wealth of her or his parents and neighbors.” 


Since that time, numerous states have revised 
their systems of public school financing to 
provide quality education to all children, not 
just to the more fortunate children living in 
wealthier communities. 

This year Massachusetts can take this same 
step by passing house bill 128. Why is it 
important? 

Because, at present, local school expendi- 
tures in the commonwealth range from $600 
to $2,000 per child —a vast discrepancy. 
Under house bill 128 state funds would be 
used to increase the expenditure for each 
child to $1,000—an average figure for the - 
state. Although the quality of education would 
be upgraded for thousands of children, ex- 
penditures for other children would not be 
reduced. 

In addition, house bill 128 would result in a 
reduction in property taxes for 150 communi- 
ties. Taxes in all other communities would 
remain the same. 


By increasing the quality of education in poor 
communities, thousands of children will have 
a greater opportunity to become productive 
members of society. Certainly, this is a worth- 
while investment in the future.

We can no longer put off dealing with the 
state’s fiscal crisis. At present, over $400 
million dollars is needed for this fiscal year 
which ends July 1. It is also apparent, even 
with program cuts, that additional tax revenue 
will be needed for next year’s budget. 
Further debate and rhetoric over the fiscal 
crisis only prolongs the inevitable — additional 
= Now is the time for decisions and 
Therefore, we urge the legislature to immedi- 
ately pass the recently proposed tax package 
which will cover this year's deficit. Not only 

is it a reasonable and fair plan, but, without 
these funds, parts of state government will 
come to a screeching halt, creating chaos, 
confusion, and panic. 

In addition, we urge the governor and the 
legislature to get on with next year's budget. 
The longer we wait, the shorter the time we'll 
have to raise additional tax revenue. Avoiding 
the reality of the fiscal crisis has already cost 
the taxpayers millions. We can't afford a repeat 
performance.
